But the feeling is very much on 
the wane, while the cost of digging has greatly iceameh Even existing 
tanks are very much neglected. The tanks are most numerous in Lower 
Bengal.’

29. In spite of the decrease in the number of new tanks dug and of the 
obvious neglect of old ones, we have in our perennial tanks a source of fish 
supply which even now is of considerable magnitude and which, with 
care and attention and by the application of right methods, is capable of 
‘immense development.

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It comprises a vast tract of forest and swamp 105 miles in length, and with an 
average breadth of-about 44 miles, the total area being about 4,620 square 
miles. It is intersected by large rivers and estuaries running from north, to 
south. These rivers are connected with each other by a net-work of branches ; 
and the latter, in their turn, with each other by innumerable smaller channels 
which interlace in every direction. The. Sundarbans may, therefore, be 
described as a tangled region of estuaries, rivers and water-courses inclosing 
a vast number. of islands of various sizes and shapes, most of which, especially 
in Khuina, are uninhabited, andfare covered with salt water at flood-tide. Its 
numerous waterways are full of most valuable fish and crastacea. In Khulna 
this immense source of fish supply is barely tapped, and in the 24-Parganas too 
the larger rivers are wholly avoided—dnly a few of the minor channels being 
work, The number of fishermen employed is small, the boats are unseaworthy, ~ 
* and there is no arrangement, for the quick despatch of the catches from the 

fishing grounds. » Much, food or drinking water cannot be carried in the miser- 
able boats now employed; which makes it impossible for the fishermen to 
proceed beyond a short distance from their homes and the clearings made for 
cultivation. Asa result, this great fishery is very im) y worked, whereas 
under more favourable ‘conditions it could be made to supply not only Calcutta 
but other important markets with abundant fish in fresh condition, and also 
support a considerable business in preserved fish. 

33. Lakes.—There is only one lake in the Province—the Chilka, which is 
a shallow inland sea situated in the extreme south-east corner of Orissa, a long 
_ of land separating it from the ocean. Hemmed in between the mountains 
and the sea, the Chilka spreads itself out into a pear-shaped expanse of water 
44 miles long, of which the northern half has a mean breadth of 20 miles, 
while the southern half tapers into an irregularly curved point, barely 
averaging 5 miles wide. Its smallest area is dbout 344 square miles in the d 
weather, extending to about 450 during the rainy season. Its average dept 
is from 3 to 5 feet, and scarcely anywhere exceeds 6 feet. The Chilka 
receives the Daya and other off-shoots of the Mahanadi, and the silt brought 
down»by them is gradually raising ifs bed. It communicates with the sea 
by a narrow mouth, which in some years has to be kept open artificially across 
the bar of sand which the sea is constantly throwing up. 

34. The Chilka forms a most valuable fishery. It abounds in fishes of all 
kinds, chiefly mugils and perches, besides prawns and crabs, The best 
fishing grounds are situated on the south side, near tho sea, along the numerous 
creeks and channels, and around a low uninhabited island known as Nalban.or 
reed a bait a kind of reed with which it is covered. The fish are caught 
in the shallow banks from October to November by means of fixed cruives 
(jdns) each of which is over a mile long and several hundred yards wide.’ 
Prawns are caught in abundance from Sianety to March in bamboo tra 
fixed to screens of ‘the same material. They are boiled and dried for the 
Burma, murket, and simply dried for consumption in Orissa. Nets are used 
in the creeks as well as in ther main Chilka throughout the year, and very 
large hquls are often made, Shoals of Ailsa are found in tho rainy season. 
near the north-east corner where the Daya falls into the lake. Owing to 
the absence of any large markets in the neighbourhood, most of the fish 

“is dried, and,the larger varieties also salted and exported to Cuttack, Puri and 
the Tyibutary State, . ‘ 

The lake would form an ideal ground for the propagation of estuarine fishes, 
including Ailsa, The lake is now largely fished, and the introduction of any 
improved methods of capture, without anything being done to increase the 
supply, can only have a disastrous end and lead to the’ speedy depletion of, 
the waters. But there is ample scope for supplying, from the present catehes, 
Calcutta and other important places with fresh fish, prawns and crabs from 
October to April. There is also a small bed of oysters near Manikpatna. 


Sea Fisnenres. : 

_ 85. FPoreshore.—The physical features of the Bengal coast have already 

jen described. Foreshore fishing is carried on only in calm weather, i., from 
October to about the middle of March, Such fishing is unimportant, except in 
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sore where there are seven main fishing stations along the coast, 
Ceeodipar being the best known of them. Fishing during this period is done 
there only by means of fixed, nets (md/a) in which fish are caught twice 
daily during’ ebb-tide. ‘I'he catches are of all sorts, varieties and sizes, 
including young sharks and skates, crabs, etc, Good fish, such as bhekti, mugils 
ployncmus, tnd elupeas form a fair proportion of the catch. Some of the 
fish is sold locally, some sent fresh to Caleutta, and the rest is dried for 
export, but, unlike Cuttack and Chilka, no salt is ever used. During the 
rest of the year @ certain amount of fishing is done by means of a long but 
vary narrow (less than a foot) net (kadhia), which is dragged by two or three 
men in knee-deep water. : % 4 

36, Deep Sea.—There is no deep-sea fishing anywhere in Bengal, pas a 
in Puri which alone has got an open coast.. Even there such fishing is of the 
most limited extent, and is carried on, not by local Uriya fishermen, but by 

' Telugu settlers from Ganjam called Nulias. In Puri there are some 400 
families of Nulias inhabiting 8 hamlets. During the calm months they use the 
seine net, and at times make excellent hauls, diram (Madras seir, cybium 
guttatum), pomfrete, small soles, etc., being among the fish caught. A kind of 
herring is Pe found in abundance, a F219 : 

37. During the cold weather, there is a small export of fresh fish from 
Puri town to Calcutta. The rest is either sold locally or dried for export. 
With the seine net the fishermen cannot go far out, seldom more than 
half-a-mile, as one end of the rope to which the net is attached is left on 
the beach where the net is eventually hauled. With small gill nets or hooks. 
and lines the Nulias go toa distance of two or three miles in calm weather 
in catamarans, but the catches are small. During the prevalence of the 
south-west breeze, when the seine cannot be used, a2 little fishing is 
done with gill nets not far from the beach, but all deep-sea fishing practically 
ceases from about the middle of March to about the middle of September, .

Some of them are quite in affluent circumstances and own lands, such asthe | 
old Rajas of Tamluk in Midnapore. Most of them do not catch fish themselves, 
but act as dealers and middlemen. The total number of the caste is large, 
but that of Kaibaria jeles in 79,120. 

The Kewuis of Orissa and Bihar, about 372,000, who correspond to 
the Kaibarias of Bengal Proper, are still fishermen by occupation, though 
a section of them have adopted the profession of selling parched rice, They 
fish with nets and boats. 

Méi, Méla-and Miliah are the different names for the same class and 
caste of people who have derived their caste name from thelr occupation as 
boatmen. Probably in the beginning fishing was a subsidiary calling with 
them. Gchuniontly those who restricted themselves to fishing only adopted 
the name jhdia (derived from jé/—net). Total number 456,568. - 

Tiyar (Rajbansi jalias)—There is a great confusion about this caste. 
Though belonging to one caste and originally having fishing with fixed 
engines as their main occupation, the members of this caste style themselves 

ifferently in different districts. In some districts they are known as 
Raybansis, and unfortunately from a similarity in ‘name these have been 
clussed as Koch, though obviously they are not of Mongolian blood, Total 
number 198,789. 

Generally Mélas or Maéllahs fish with boats and nets in the rivers and 
estuaries, whereas Tiyars, including Kaybansis, prefer to be contented with fishing 
in the yheels, pools and other confined waters with various fixed appliances. 

The Gokhas are fishermen, but their touch defiles and they rank far 
below Kewuts. They use only bambos contrivances (shalua) and are forbidden 
to fish with nets, ose who are strictly following their caste occupation are 
known as Malik Gokha, In occupation Kewtits and Gokhas of Orissa corre- 
spond respectively to Malas and ‘iyars of Bengal Proper. Total 
number 46,201. 

The Jhoras are a numerous caste in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. They are 
usually fishermen, but are also gold wasbers and are supposed to be a sub-caste 
of Kewuts, 

Machua Kandré—Is a sub-caste of a low’easte—(Kandra} in Orissa. The 
name is said to be derived from their skill in archery. The occupation of 
the sub-caste is to epare and sell contrivances for catching fish. 

Rarita—Is a Rohing caste found only in Puri and the Orissa States, Its 
origin, is unknown, Its social status is very low. Khatia is an allied caste 
which only sells fish while the former also catches it. 

Nuliyas—Are Telegu fishermen settled on the Puri coast from Gopalpur , 
(Ganjam) and its neighbourhood, They are found in Puri, Nuagaon, Arak- 
kuda, Manikpatna, Riirisai, Sahadi and Ramlenka. There are two sub-castes, 
viz: Varah (crew) and Jalaries (net-workers). They profess to be followers of 
Ramanuja. They worship Varuna (Hindu Neptune) with offerings of flowers 
and sweetmeats before launching a boat or casting a net. The rule amongst 
them is that a man should, wherever possible, marry his first cousin. They are 


~ the only people who go out to fish in the open sea. Number 9,785. 


Ujias—Found in Balasore. Thpir® traditional occupation is fishing. and 


* the caste name is probably derived from ujan “to swim” as the Ujias handle 


their pets swimming. Their social rank is very low. Total for Balasore 
and their Tributary States 6,608. 

Gunrhis—Are found in Bihar and are generally regarded as allied to 
KAndus and Gours, but they are quite distinct, and their orthodox occupation 
is fishing. Total number for the Province is 143,247. ' 

Kardls—Aro fish sellers and fish salters, mostly found in Jessore and on 
both banks of the river Madhumati. They never catch fish. Their period . 
of mourning is 11 days, and Chandal Brahmins preside over their religious 
ceremonies. But they do not intermarry with Chandals or Tiyars. They are 
limited in number sad. are practically a sub-caste of Chandal, 

Banpdr—A boating and fishing caste of Bihar (from ban—wood and par— 
split). They are very low caste Hindus,, They eat everything, including 
crocodiles, skates and porpoises whieh they catch besides fish proper,

_ 45, The occupation of boatmen and that of fishermen are interchangeable 
and when one is slack the other is resorted to. These two professions are so 
closely allied that it is impossible to — them. Some of the fishing castes 
have also taken to (1) ee (2) domestie service, (3) ordinary labour, (4) 
care of animals or (5) selling fruits, vegetables and provisions, as their subsidiary 
occupation not connected with their recognised profession. Among kewuts 
the percentage of those who are agriculturists is considerable (65 per cent). 


’ Most of them make their own nets. 


46, The actual catchers and carriers are not so well off as the middlemen 
who keep information about demand and supply, and with the help of a modest 
capital can always secure a good trade. The income of an average Caleutta 
middleman is said to be not less than Rs. 40 a month. Some of these men 
have in their own life secured a considerable fortune, and live in substantial 
brick buildings, The prosperity of the middiemen proves that in some loca- 
lities at least good business is done. The income of an ordinary fish-catcher 
working with parties or a varies from Rs, 4 to Rs. 12. The income 
has undoubtedly risen, but so have prices all round, The fish-catchers have 
never been a prosperous class. Their calling is at best precarious and uncer- 
tain, and owing to the extremely perishable nature of the article with which 
they deal, and the neGessity of disposing of it as.quickly as possible, they 
are unable to reap the full advantage of a prosperous season and are often 
at the mercy of middlemen to whom théy are under pecuniary obligations. 
It is the general opinion that the economic condition of fishermen has not 
improved. It appears to be admitted on all sides that the supply of fish 
has decreased, especially fresh-water carps. Moreover, apart from the normal 
increase of the fishing caste, the introduction aid extension of railways and 
river steamers has thrown out of employ many members who formerly found 
ample occupation in plying cargo and passenger boats and who have helped 
to swell the number of those engaged in catching fish. All these causes have 
led to competition among them, of which the middlemen have not been slow 
to take advantage, 

Probably the fish-catchers are just as badly off as they were 20 years 
ago, a8 was observed by an old Brahmin of 90 in a village in Jessore. The 
rigours of the caste-system which artificially restrict a number of people to a 
fixed trade, irrespective of fluctuations in its requirements, act. with full 
force upon the lower classes who are but slowly throwing off its shackles. 
A difficulty of a different kind arises when there is an increased demand for 
any pertidtdsc kind of labour which the castemen concerned are unable to 
meet, as people of another caste will not readily take it up, although it may 
offer profitable occupation. There is every prospect that the employment 


“of capital and the introduction of improved methods will secure to fisherman 


not only steady work but also good wages, both of which they lack at present. 
But the caste rules will standsin the way of any large extension of fishing 
operations for some time to come. . 


a VI.—Fisuine Implements, 


46, In Bengal fish is captured to-day in very much the same way as it 
used to be done over a century ago, as appears from the drawings and descrip- 
tions given in Dr. Buchanan-Hamilton’s great work.’ No appreciable improve- 
ment is perceptible in any of the methods, most of which are primitive and a 


good many of which lead to much loss to'the fish-oatehers.

i A.—FIxep ENGINES, 


47. These may be complicated structures consisting of bamboo frames, 
lifts and nets as bhdvo jal or phdphar jal, or they ma be simple split bamboo 
traps with a double screen like ghoni to be found in every Bengal village, 
Mal jdi of Balasore, tatur jal of Jessore, khdro yal of North Bengal, jan and baja 
of the Chilka and Chilwan of Bihar are good examples of fixed engines. 

Mal jal is V-shaped. The two sides consist of nets 2 to 3 feet high 
supported and kept in position by bamboo poles driven in sand ; the base 
is open and, points toward ‘the shore, while the apex lies towards the sea 
and is secured by a thick-woven detachable purse net which is attached to 
it. This arrangement of the nets is made on shallow firm bottom close to the 
beach which is fully covered during the high tide and is left almost dry at ebb. 
‘Lhe fish. caught is removed twice daily, and four times.in the month the position 
of the enélosure has to be shifted to suit the varying depths of water. A large 
number of men are required in furnishing the necessary appliances, construct. 
ing and shifting the net, as well as for keeping watch and aye be the catches 
to the market. The length of the side ofan ordinary mdi is 1,200 feet, and that 
of the open base line nearly 950 feet. . : 

Taiur jal is a fixed engine to catch in a flowing river where it is possible to 
throw adam from bank to bank. A passage is left open in mid-stream where 
an enclosure of net (or split bamboo) is formed. A screen or guide from this 
enclosure floats down the river and is kept in position by the current aud by 


‘floats and weights. Fish in their upward journey creep along this screen 


(36 feet in length) and arrive at the enclosure which can open only inwards by 
a valve. As soon as the fish realise their position, they try to clear the enclo- 
sure by jumping and are thus caught in the nets kept hanging over the top of 
the enclosure, Yatur ja/s are found in Central Bengal as well as in other parts 
of the Province. .

Cruives and bamboo screens are extensively employed in bheris jéns and 
bands ; jén cruives are termed patfa and are made of split bamboo pieces tied 
up with jute or other fibre.

"Ohilwane of Bihar are thin split bamboo: screens. They are used in 
connection with fixed engines, but occasionally also used as a moving screen to» 
bring up fish caught within’a larger area into a smaller ertelosure. hat 

Weirs and édnds are numerous in all sluggish rivers. Their baneful 
effect on Bengal rivers and on the supply of fish is a matter which deserves 
very careful rT They are usually impassable barriers thrown right across 
a river with a small passage guarded by a fioating bamboo pole. A series of 
them is often constructed at short intervals along the entire course, and they 
not only intefere with the free passage of boats, but accelerate the process of 

~ silting up. To fish life the result’ Itas been disastrous, as they effectually 

bar the upward journey of breeding fish, especially of the carp family, to the 

spawning grounds as well as the downward passage of young ones later on. 
he diminution of carps in Bengal is to a certain extent due to this cause. 

Unta is made of fine split bamboos and is used im Bihar. It corresponds 
to the ghuni of Lower Bengal.

54. Fresh-water fishes are will represented in the pm waters, and fairly 
long lists have-been received from several districts, but only local names have 
been furnished in most of them. The work of ident ying every species and 
giving its scientific nomenclature has been taken in hand, but it has not been 
ponte to make much headway, We have also a fair enumeration of the 
estuarine fish, but only a beginning has been made with the preparation of a 
list of marine fish. It is hoped to make a full and comprehensive catalogue of 
the fishes of Bengal with all their known vernacular names, so that the work of 
indentification may be simplified once for all. ‘ 

55. The following account gives a brief description of the principal 
varieties which have come to notice in the course of the present enquiry.

71. In Bihar wheat is usually preferred by these who can afford it and 
the lower classes mostly live on maize and other grains, but rice also is in much 
use, while in Lower , Orissa and Chota Nagpur rice is the staple food, 
Fish goes well with rice and, fried or curried, does much to impart relish and 
flavour to it, besides supplying the nitrogenous element which rice lacks. 
“There is therefore a great demand for fish in all riee-eating countries, sich 
as Japan, China, etc. The same is the case in those parts of India where the* 
people live on rice, viz.—Bengal (old and new), Burma and the coast districts 
Madras and mame ‘ 
' 72. In Bengal, fish largely takes the place of meat and there are thousands 
people who do not taste meat even once in a year but who have fish, whenever, 
they can get it with their principal meals, twice a day. From nearly every 
district there is the same complaint that the supply of fish is wholly inadequate 
to the demand, and much more would be taken, if it could be got. The 
i with which the masses pursue fish with every conceivable kind 
contrivance whenever there is the least chance of catching any, however small 
in size or poor in quality, shows clearly how the finny tribe is prized as food. 
; ¥ 


X.—Carriace or Fis. * 


73. A great deal of the fish caught is consumed locally or in the immediate 
neighbourhood. The ‘fish is carried in baskets or bags by the catchers 
themselves to their houses and thence hawked about by their womenfolk in 
the villages, but more often it is sold in the daily bazars,-where such exist, or 
in the weekly or bi-weekly markets whjch are held all over the Province, not 
only for the sale of fish, but for all kinds of commodities of daily use. In 
some cases the catchers dispose of .their fish’ to dealers (nikaris) on the spot 
and the latter take them to the bazars and markets forsale. In a few cases 
wholesale dealers intervene, have the fish conveyed to the markets by paid 
carriers, and there sell them’ to retail vendors. * 

74. In the cold weather, which is also the time when fish of the better 
sorts are more largely caught there isa freer distribution by rail, and fish is 
sent fresh to distant markets. All the principal stations on the Ganges im Bihar, 
such as Arrah, Patna, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Colgong, Sahebgunj and Rajmahal 
then send mee _consignments of good carps, chiefly to Calentta, but also to 
Hooghly and Burdwan. The fish is usually packed in open baskets and 
occasionally in bags and despatched by wholesale dealers to their corre- 
spondents inthe consigning stations, ma sometimes consignees have their own 
agents in the producing centres. In Bhagalpur, for instance, the lessee of two 
important Ganges fisheries isa Muhammadan resident of Murshidabad. In the 
cold weather he takes a number of, fishermen from his native district with 
boats, nets and other appliances, and does a large export business with Calcutia. 
It may be noted in this connection that even before the railways fish used to 
be sent*down from Bhagalpur to Calcutta in the cold weather by fast carrier 
boats having a large crew. Ice is seldom used. ; , 

~ 75. Fish is also sent by rail-to Caloutta from Chandipur in Balasore and 
occasionally’ from Puri and the Chilka, ‘but only in the cold weather. Khulna 
becomes a lage ing depét in the cold weather, and fish is sent by rail . 
not only to utta but to several stations on the line. From various places 
on the Hooghly fish is received in Calcutta by rail throughout the year, and 
hilsa comes from Damukdia ‘and Goalundo often packediiinice, during the rains, 
when that favourite fish is in season. From the returns fumished by the 
railways it appears that 43,262 maunds of fish were imported into Calcutta in 
1905-06 by the different railways. e 

76. ‘Boats are largel one deli conveyance of fish, both fresh and dried, 
as well as alive, and the Calcutta market is sup ahs Se Wat ee 
extent from Khulna and the adjacent districts of Kast Bengal.

This 
journey occupying 3 to 7 days, but a p h lia, ded ak 
mode is resorted to more in the rains and hot weather, when dea cannot be 
sent fresh by rail. In the cold weather special fast carrier boats are employed 
by all parties of Sundarbans fishermen to convey the catches to the nearest 
me There are certain fish unknown to the table of Europeans, but largely 
consumed by the people of the country, which are furnished with special 
breathing apparatus enabling them to live for a long time in very little water ©. 
such as £oi (anabas scandens), magur (clarius magur), and singi (saccobranchus* 
*fossilis . When dead they fetch a very low price and the better classes would 
not eat them at all. So, every effort is made to bring them alive to the market 
and they are put in the well of a boat, a constan tchange of fresh water 
secured by means of a hole made in the bottom and the water coming th ro 
being baled out from above. In this way these fishes can be kept alive for 
many days with very little loss. : p ane 
Boats are employed in bringing the fish, chiefly dried, from the fishing 
ands in the Cuttack’ estuaries and across the Chilka in Puri. But the 
mode of removal from the foreshore fisheries in Balasore is by men’s loads. 

78. Steamers are seldom used for the conveyance of fresh fish. The 
passenger launches that ply on the Hooghly might be of tuse for bringing 
fish up to Calcutta, but they are avoided by the fish dealers owing to the 
rapacity and highhandednss of the clerks and the crew in charge, a bad instance 
of which was personally witnessed by my Assistant and which was brought to 
the notice of the authorities concerned. With the exception of the occasional use 
of ice in packing fish for the Caleutta market, no other,form of cool storage is 
known or practised, and no launches or steamers are employed in collecting-the 
catches from the fishing centres, nor are any special facilities offered by the 
railway for the conveyance of fish, except the payee of separate wagons 
furnished with racks, but these too are ndt i orthcoming. 








XI.—Fisu Preservine. 


79. There isa great demand for fresh fish, which is ever on the increase 
! fh of population and improvement in the means of com- 
munication. The os are in many places quite inadequate and have to be 
supplemented from all available sources. The price of fresh fish is always 
better than that of preserved; and in view of the crude and insanitary modes 
of curing usually cm poh it is not surprising that preserved ‘fish is generally 
avoided by the better classes and is only consumed by th poorer population 
and by them also in localities where ‘fresh fish is not attit rable or is beyond 
their means, igs

numerous creeks and channels of the district and by them sold fresh to the 
dealers who have factories for boiling and drying them, the principal firm» 
using trolleys. and heated chambers for the purpose,\in which the drying is’ 
completed in two or three hours, The shells are separated by beating and the 
inner stuff, which gets broken up into the shape of large peas, is packed in 
. It keeps for some time. In other cases the fishermen themselves do the 
boiling and drying and sell the prepared stuff to the dealers. This business 
brings a very large amount of money into the district for distribution to, the 


fishing population at a time when work is otherwise slack. The safne business , 
is done on the Chilka Lake by a Muhammadan trader from Ganjam who also * 


to Burma. There the season is from Jan to March. The prawns 
are boiled and dried in the sun, no artificial heating being practised. 
This form of preserving, though very effective, is unacceptable to the 
Hindus, as the fish being boiled cannot be eaten by them without loss of caste. 

83. (ce) Dry salting.—It is practised chiefly in the estuaries of Cuttack 
and on the Chilka, where all but the very small ones are preserved in this 
way. The fish are ripped up into two from the snout to the tail, entrails® 
taken out and the inside washed and cleaned ; salt is then rubbed both inside 
and outside and the fish placed in small rows under some pressure, as. that 
of a plank, and the juice allowed to exude for a little time. They are the 
spread out in the sun for a few days until they are “quite dry. Dry sa 
is then put inside, the quantity varying according to the size of the fish, 
and the two halves which remain joined at the back are then folded and the 
fish is ready for despatch. The fish keeps good for several months and_ is 
sent to different parts of Orissa, including Sambalpur. This is a very cléan 
process and there is no particularly offensive smell. Hilsa, bhetki and all 
other large kinds as well as the roes of certain varieties of mugils are treated 
in this way. 

84. (d) Wet salting.—This is only pravtised in Khulna and Nadia for 
serving hilsa. The fish are cut up into transverse slices and kept in earthen 
pots in brine. Tamarind js sometimes used. The fish emits a nasty smell 
and requires an acquired taste to relish it. Hilsa so treated comes to Caleutta 
in small quantities from the Madhumatiin Khulna and the Ganges in Nadia 
and Faridpur. 

None of the modern improved methods of curing and preserving fish, 


such as smoking, or ing in oil are practised. 

85. The a unt of preservi ioe in eae is so limited that the ques- 
tion of reducing abolishing the my. on salt used in curing has not here the 
importance which it possesses in other Provinces, such as Madras. It is 
true that if salt were cheaper, more would be used in curing, but the demand 
for.fresh fish is so great, that until there is a considerable expansion of fish- 
ing operations, there would not in any case be any great increase over the 
quantity now dried. In Cuttack and Puri where alone salting is done ona 
large scale, the process is such that any measure: of relief would require 
tobe anedilly safeguarded, as a quantity of salt is placed inside the 
fish which could. besput to other uses, apart from the danger of the strong 
inducement it would undoubtedly afford to raise the amount of salt used, 
merely for the purpose of increasing the total weight, the price of fish being 
much greater than that of salt.

Numbers of them are {illed, and in Bihar i are regularly hunted by Banpérs, 
a low caste people, for ‘their flesh and oil, but the skin is not preserved. A 
gentleman oe my acquaintance who has large opportunities of shooting 
crocodilés tried to ascertain whether the skins had any marketable value but met 
witha disappointing response. ‘The matter, however, is deserving of further 
enquiry. iles destroy much fish life and if a profitable trade could be 
found sd their skins, there would be a strong inducement to kill them syste- 
matically, ‘ 

Tortoises of all sizes and varieties are very common. Their shells, which 
are now thrown away, should have a commercial value. 

4. Oil.—In former times, before the introduction of kerosine oil, fishermen 
in those parts of the country where fish was cheap and abundant, used to prepare 
oil from various fishes, chiefly for burning, and this practice still continues, 
though ona much reduced scale in the poorer localities. Oil is made from the 
liver of scates and porpoises for burning as well as for medicinal purposes, it 
being considered a remedy for rheumatism.

_ 6. Fish manure.—The demand for fish for eating is so great that there 
is seldom any waste, but when the catches cannot be wholly disposed of, the 
surplus is utilized in Darbhanga and Muzaffarpur as manure for the more 
valuable fruit trees, such as mango, lichu, lime, vine, etc., and in Shahabad 
occasionally for gardens.

tisheries of Jessore and Khulna. The deterioration of the rivers has not only 
been a directand potent source of ill-health, but has seriously affected the 
supply of the only kind of animal food that is open to the people.’ The evil 
effects are most seen in the districts.of the Presidency Division, especially 
in Jessore and Khulna. Eyen down to 20 or 30 years ago, the principal 
rivers of the two districts remained sweet throughout the year until they 
entered the Sundarbans, but now there is not a river in Khulna the water 
of which does not become brackish i the dry season, and saline water goes 
well up into the other district. Carps have in ‘consequence deserted these 
rivers. The silting up and reclamation of the numerous jheels has greatly 
affected the supply of those live fish for which the two districts have long been 
famous. Khulna fortunately gets a fair amount of estuarine fish from its 
Sunderbans, but Jessore is so badly off that it is content to receive all kinds 
of small and inferior fish from Khulna, very often in a half-decomposed 
state, and pays a high price for it. There is a scarcity ‘of good fish im 
Jessore and Bongong towns, and the price charged, annas 8 te annas 10 a 
seer, is equal to, or higher than, what obtains in Calcutta.

But, as far as I know, no use 18 made of the 
skin, The true alligator is unknown in India, its habitat being America. The 
two varieties of crocodiles that are common in the rivers of Bengal are— 


(1) Gavialis gangeticus (gharial) with an extremely elongated snout. 
' Feeds entirely upon fish. 
(2) Crocodilus palustris (kumir) short snout, often man-eaters. 


Numbers of them are killed, and in Bihar they are regularly hunted by Banpdrs, 
a low caste people, for ‘their flesh and oil, but the skin is not preserved. A 
gentleman my maintance who has large opportunities of shooting 
crocodilés tried to ascertain whether the skins had any marketable value but met 
with a disappointing response, The matter, however, is deserving of further 
enquiry. odiles destroy much fish life and if a profitable trade could be 
found a their skins, there would be a strong inducement to kill them syste- 
matically. c 

Tortoises of all sizes and varieties are very common. Their shells, which 
are now thrown away, should have a commercial value. 

4. Oil.—In former times, before the introduction of kerosine oil, fishermen 
in those parts of the country where fish was cheap and abundant, used to prepare 


_ oil from various fishes, chiefly for burning, and this practice still continues, 


though ona much reduced scale in the poorer localities. Oil is made from the 
liver of scates and porpoises for burning as well as for medicinal purposes, it 
being considered a good remedy for rheumatism.

“One 
by one they are all but closed, and this year even the Gorai, which less than 
43 ears ago gave, by reason of its ng and strong ‘current, no small trouble 
in the construction of the railway bridge over it at Kushtea, has had its 
mouth completely choked up, causing irreparable damage to the fresh-water 
lisheries of Jessore and Khulna, The deterioration of the rivers has not only, 
been a direct-and potent source of ill-health, but has seriously affected the 
supply of the only kind of animal food that is open to the people.’ The evil 
effects are most seen in the districts.of the Presidency Division, especially 
in Jessore and Khulna. Even down to 20 or 30 years ago, the principal 
rivers of the two districts remained sweet throughout the year until they 
entered the Sundarbans, but now there is not a river in ulna the water 
of which does not become brackish ig the dry season, and saline water 
well up into the other district. Carps have in ‘consequence deserted these 
rivers. The silting up and reclamation of the numerous sheels has greatly 
affected the supply of those live fish for which the two districts have long been 
famous. Khulna fortunately gets a fair amount of estuarine fish from its 
Sunderbans, but Jessore isso badly off that it is content to receive all kinds 
of small and inferior fish from Kiuilna, very often in a half-decomposed 
state, and pays a high price for it. There is a scarcity ‘of good fish ip 
Jessore and Bongong towns, and the price charged, annas 8 te annas 10 a 
seer, is equal to, or higher than, what obtains in Calcutta. —

On the other hand, the growth of population has increased the demand 
for fish; and the improved means of communication, though on the whole 
beneficial, have in some cases caused a shrinkage of local sup lies. To meet 
this ever-increasing demand, nothing is being done to stimulate the growth 
of fish or assist nature in the exercise of its wonderful reproductive powers, but, 
on the contrary, the evil is being greatly aggravated by the improvident 
exhaustion of the fresh-water fisheries that is taking place all round, in utter 
disregard of the prospects of the future. ge 

92, ‘The estuarine and sea fisherics stand on a different footing. The 
former are still imperfectly worked; they are replenished from tho sea, and 
there is little fear of their exhaustion within any measureable distance of time. 
The foreshore has barely been touched and the ocean still waits to deliver 
up its riches. There is no doubt that an inexhaustible supply ean be obtained 
fron these two sources by improved methods of capture ni transport. 


XIV.—Prorecrive MEASURES. 


93. The question of protectign is a very large one and cannot be adequatel 
dealt with here, nor is it necessary todo’so in a preliminary report of this 
kind. It onieely arose in 1867 out of complaints that in, Madras anicuts 
constructed across the big rivers of the Presidency-were injufing the fisheries, 
and Dr, Day (afterwards Sir F. Day) was put on wie duty to enquire 

into the subject.» He submitted his report in 1868, suggesting certain remedial 
measures and recommending a general survey of the Madras fisheries, both 
_ fresh-water and marine. Dr. Day’s investigations were extended to the 
whole of India, and he completed his labours inl 873, the results of his enquiry 
being embodied in two volumes. They contained evidence of general and 
widespread slaughter of breeding fish and fry, denudation of fresh-water 
* fishery and the necessity that existed for protective measures. This led 
\ to, a ~~ lengthy correspondence, which eventually resulted in the passing 
of Act IV of 1897 for the whole of India, except Burma, which has'a se te 
fishery enactment of its own. The Act abso utely rohibits the d auiitin 
and poisoning of waters for killing fish; and enables Local Govanas a 
under certain conditions, to. make rules for regulating a) the erection ‘ie ;

95. In Bengal no protective measures are called for in regard to ma 
and estuarine fisheries. As 2 a fresh-water fisheries, (¢) is already in force. 
Thoe district officers generally are opposed to (a) and (d@) owing +o the 
difficulty of enforcing them. Our fresh waters abound in small fish of all kinds 
which never grow to any size, but enormous quantities of — caught 
and consumed everywhere, and it is impossible to fix on any of mesh or 
interstice which would save the immature of the larger species Without, at the 
same time, interfering with the capture of the smaller varieties. Any attempt 
to introduce any such regulation would be attended with great hardship and 
be universally resented. 

96. Most of the officers consulted, however, are in favour of (6) and (c). 
Everyone has witnessed the slaughter of fingerlings of the finer carps all over 
Bengal, espetially in October, November and December, shortly after the 
spawning season. In the course of our tours we have seen whole baskets contain- 
ing them exposed for sale. The amount of reckless waste that thus takes place 
is much to be regretted, for it mustJargely account for the growing scarcity 
of the better sorts. Of course, it is quite proper and necessary to catch fry 
and spawn for rearing and stocking purposes, and no one would dream of 
stopping it, and it would not be advisable perhaps to interfere with the owners 
of eageheps waters in the exercise of their rights. But there can be no reason- 
able objection to discourage the consumption of the fry and immature fish of, 
say, the four principal carps, by prohibiting their sale in a dead state, a 
minimum size being gerd for the purpose. Under the operation of such 
arule, the immature fish, when caught, ti be restored to water, except when 
they are required for stocking, and in course of time the people themselves 
would perceive its beneficial effect. Damming of channels and streams has 
also become a source of great complaint in many districts, for it not only 
interferes with the free passage of fish, bu¢ is a.hindrance to navigation anda . 
‘fruitful cause of obstructed drainage. We observed some glaring instances of 
it in Jessore., It seems to be very necessary to make some rules on the 
subject. In regard to both measures, the main difficulty is so to frame them 
that they may attain the object in view without causing any undue harass- 
ment or oppression, and to find a suitable agency to see tostheir enforcement. 
This difficulty should, and can, be overcome. 

97. It may be remarked that in discussing the provisions of one of the 
Madras Fishery Bills, the Secretary of State in his Despatch No. 4Rev., 
dated the 27th March 1873, to the address of the Madras Government, obser- 
ved in paragraph 2: “ The wisest course would probably be not to attempt tq 
regulate the implements of fishermen, but to make the Hetivustion of fry penal 
leavine it to the ingenuity of the fisherman to devise the best means 0 
combining the capture of the fish he wants with the escape of those which 


are useless,” :

XV.— Propagation. 


*98, The importance of the fresh-water fisheries of Bengal cannot be over- 
rated. In spite of the adverse agencies at work, the fresh-water snrface, 
_as represented by the numerous river-beds, old and new, and by the innumer- 
able pemered tariks, ig still enormous, and should, with proper care and 

attention, be able to add largely to the fish-supply. In most civilized countries 
it has been recognised that water, properly cultivated, is as important an 
agency in supporting human lifeas are its crop-laden acres, and this object 
is sought to be attained by measures, which broadly fall under two classes, 
viz., propagation and protection, -, ay Bo 

99. For propagation ‘various methods are in use, the principal of which 
are nofed below:— - xs * .

It is 
rere that in spite of the scarcity of fish and the large price paid?for it, so 
few should have thought of taking up this business, There are many tanks, 
especially in Lower Bengal, in which fish can be placed without any initial 
outlay except the cost of the fry, which is very. small—not, more than Rs. 10 to 
Rs. 15 per 1,000, and this nie can be put in a tank not exceeding an acre 
in extent, The four principal species of carps grow rapidly, especially the

105. If the tank is regularly stocked every year, a clear profit of Rs, 100 
to Rs, 200 per annum may be d,and that with a minimum expenditure of 
money or trouble. If the owners of tanks did not themselves care to under- 
take the business, fishermen and others could hire them (as is done in some 


places) at a fair rent, after paying which there would still be a good margin of ., 


profit. T’o meet the increased demand for fry, the business of gathering eggs 
and eC which is now confined to a very few localities, would also greatly 
extend, * 
104. While much may be done by making better use of our tanks than has 
. been tha case hitherto, our main supply must continue to come from our magni- 
ficent rivers, especially the Ganges and its tributaries and branches. Carps 
‘thrive best ii running water, anda proper system of conserving and 
developing our fiver fisheries is a question which should nolonger be neglected 
Any such large measure ot be undertaken by private individuals, but 
must be taken up by Government, ‘The first step is to inquire, and find out 
what has been done in other countries in this direction, and how far aud with 
what modifications the methods successfully adopted there could be introduced 
here.

“Phere will also be trouble, especially in Calcutta, 
with the middlemerf and wholesale dealers who have great influence over the 
actuul catchers, many of the latter being pana se obligations to them, 
and who would no doubt oppose any measures affecting their business arrange- 
ments, But the obstacles are not insurmountable. 

108. The Chilka Lake requires somewhat different treatment. As already 
observed, it is connected with the sea by a very narrow mouth which 1s 
frequently liable to obstruction. Its enormous water area is thus imperfectly 
replenished from the sea and overfishing would soon exbaust it. On the other 
hand, it affords an ideal ground for the artificial propagation of various kinds of 
estuarine fish, especially i. shads and gre mullets whose favourite haunt 
itis, and I feel confident that its fish supply could be very largly increased 
by the establishment of hatcheries, The lower classes inhabiting the banks of 
the Chilka collect the frothy spawn and eggs (sridhar) that float near the edge 
during the mgnsoon with pieces of cloth and fry them or put them in their 
‘eurries. A morsel of this stuff means the destruction of thousands of fish life. 
This practice which is unknown anywhere else should be prohibited, but it 
will require legislation, * 

109. Open sea fishing is beset with exceptional difficulties along the Bengal 
coast, due mainly to the physical and weather conditions to which reference 
has already been made, and any great development of it can scarcely be looked 
for in the near future. There is the further difficulty that local pt Mentos will 
not go out to sea.

XVI.—Improven Communication. 


111. The extension of railways has done much to ensure a freer distribu- 
tion of fish. But fish is a cuca rome commodity, and the eold weather 
is mild and of short duration. The use of refrigerators and cool. stores is 
practically unknown, and ice is obstainabl a 2 in one or two of the biggest 
towns, and that at a price which must er a y to the cost of transport. In 
the chief fishing centres of Great Britairl, ice can be nad at a nominal cost. 
The price in Aberdeen, for instance, is 88. 1d. per ton or 3.annas per maund. 
At such a price ice can be, and is, freely used in packing fish. 

112. For carriage by water slow country boats are iu use, and tliey are 
almost useless for conveying dead fish except in the cold weather and over very 
short distances. When the fish is brought alive in the well of the boat or in 
crates, much is lost during the long, slow journey. 

118. The absence of rapid means of conveyanve is one of the reasoris why 
the Sundarbans is not worked more than it is, and so long as this want is not 
suppliedyby the establishment of a service of suitable launches provided with 
cool stéres for collecting the catches from the fishing grounds, no great 
improvement in the supply can be looked for. Such a service would also set 
free a number of fishermen who now act as crew of carrier-boats and who 
would then be available for fishing and ‘would thus help to increase the catches. 

114, The fish caught in the Orissa estuaries and the Chilka Lake, though 
the fishing takes place in the cold weather, has to be dried and salted, as there 
is no way of sending it fresh to the proper markets. Dbamra, which is one of 
the best estuarine fisheries, lies on the route between Chandbally and Calcutta, 
and it should not be difficult to arrange for @ proper steamer service with a 
cool store for the conveyanre of fresh fish to Calcutta during the few months 
that the fishing lasts. It would also “be quite easy to get regular supplies of 
fresh fish from the Chilka from October te January or February by employing 
motor-boats to bring the fi$h across the lake and then sending it packed in 
ice to Calcutta from Balugaon station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, 
Chandipur, which is only eight miles from Balasore, a railway station, and is 
connected with it by a good road, is not made full use of) The supply at Puri 
is fitful and uncertain, and until the local fishermen ean be induced to work 
more regularly or a more dependable set of fishermen can be introduced, there 
is no prospect of improvement there. ; 

115. In North Biharthe difficulties of transport stand in the way of 
properly working some valuable fisheries. A notable instance is teraished by 
a large jheel (Kévar Tél) which is 17 or 18 miles from Beguserai in Monghyr. 
It abounds in fish which is sold locally at 4 to },anna per seer. ;

in natural production. On the other hand, with due care and attention and with 
artificial propagation, the inland fisheries of Bengal can be developed to such an 
extent that after eupplying the requirements of the Province, there would be a 
large surplus available for export. Nothing wholly new has to be attempted, 
as pisciculture has passed the experimental stage and has succeeded beyond 
expectation in countries where the natural conditions are much less favourable 
than they are here. What is wanted is a close studv of up-to-date methods and 
their introduction in this country by a capable agency. Agriculture has of late 
received considerable attention in this country, and much is being done to im- 
prove the productiveness of land, and the time has come to look after our 
magnificent waters and to try to turn them to good account. ‘This can only be 
accomplished by Government which in such matters must always take the initia- 
tive and give the direction. ‘There should be a fishery department as we have 
got en agricultural department. The two departments may be combined and 
worked together, but that is a matter of detail. What is immediately required is 
the organization of a Fishery Board for the control of our fisheries, ven this 
short inquiry has convinced me of the absolute necessity of having a Govern- 
ment agency to develop our fisheries, As ‘to its constitution, I am unable to 
offer any advice until 1 have had an Rs wo of studying the arrangements 
in force in some of those countries where Fishery Boards have been working 
successfully, ‘ 

118. 1am also safisfied that a beginning can at once be made in largely 
assisting nature in the work of reproduction by the adoption of the simpler 
methods of propagation, leaving the more elaborate systems to be introduced 
later, if necessary. For this also a visit to Europe and America is absolutely 
necessary. : ; 

119. Measures connected with propagation and protection will demand 
immediate attention, but a properly organised Fishery Board will also have 
ample scope for its activities in— 

(1) Introducing and familiarizing— > 
(a) suitable and properly equipped boats, 
(+) improved and up-to-date methods of capture and of transport of 
fish, either alive or in cool store 
(c) accelerated services, both by land and water, 
(¢) various methods of preserving and canning fish, and 
(¢) utilization of the many by-products of fish, such as isinglass, 
scales, oil, eggs, etc.

Caprain CLEMesHA, M.D., 1.M.8., was in charge of the department up to 
the 15th November 1906, on which date Lieatenant-Colonel F. C. Clarkson, 
LM,8., who has submitted this report, returned from leave. 

2. The rainfall during the monsoon poriod was scanty and irregular 
throughout the greater part of the Province. In Bihar, however, and more 

ticularly in the district of Darbhanga, there were heavy floods which 
faameran a great part of the bhadoi crops. in the cold season months of 
January aud February the rainfall in most districts was considerably in excess 
of the normal. The exceptional climatic conditions of the year are reflected in 
the record of vital statistics. 

3. Births and deaths.—Fewer births were recorded than last year, the 
ratio per mille (excluding the districts of Angul and Sambalpur) being 37-22, 
as com with 39°55 in 1905. In Licutenant-Colonel Clarkson’s opinion 
the uced birth-rate was due to the general unhealthiness of the year 
1905, and to the prolonged continuance of high prices of food-grains which, 
by lowering the vitality of the people, acted as a check to the growth 
of population. The total number of deaths registered was 1,823,243, or 


_ 86:08 per mille. Excluding Sambalpur, for which the figures for 1905 


are not given, the tutal mortality was 1,807,930 against 1,922,369 in 1905, 
and 1,703,970, the average of the prededing five years. The highest 
mortality was. returned from the’ districts of Bihar, where there were 
severe Outbreaks of plague and cholera; the lowest mortality was as usual 
reported from Chota Nagpur. In accgrdance with the recommendation of the 
Sanitary Commissioner with the Government of India, the accuracy of the vital 
Statistics at present being tested in certain parts of the Burdwan district. 
The results so far obtained show that little or no reliance can in most cases be 
placed on the reports submitted as to the cause of death, but the enquiries are 
not yet sufficiently advanced to justify any definite opinion being pronounced, 
and a further report on the work is awaited. 

4. Infant mortality —Vhe total infant mortality in the Province, though 
still lamentably high, was slightly lower than that of the previous year. The 
highest percentage of deaths among infants was as usual recorded in Calcutta. 
Leaflets in the vernacular containing simple instructions regarding the feeding 
and rearing of infants, and prescribing the diet of Indian mothers after 
child-birth, were again distributed to the general public through the subordi- 
nute vaccination inspecting staff. But, as the Sanitary Commissioner correctly 
explains, it will probably be many years before any direct result can be 

attributed to this measure. - “ 
. Cholera.—The extensive prevalence of cholera during the year con- 
tributed in a marked degree towards the general mortality. ‘The number of 
deaths registered from cholera was 192,596, including 61 in Sambalpur, 
against 146,389 during the preceding year and 116,490, the average of the 
five years 1901—1908, the respective ratios being 3°81, 2°93 and 2°35 per mille, 
The mortality from cholera was the highest ever recorded, and was un- 
doubtedly due to the unhealthy climatic conditions pes during the year.

: 7. Fover—The deaths from fever represented 62°29 per cent: of the 
total deaths recorded in the Province from all causes. But, as the investi- 
gations as to the accuracy of the vital statisties tend to show, a large 
number of the deaths reported as due to fever are not really to be attributed 
to thet cause. The total number of deaths recorded, including the district 
of Sambalpur, was 1,132,579, representing a ratio of 22-41 per mille. The 
districts which saffered most were Purnea, Nadia, Darjeeling, Birbhum, and 
Bhagalpur, which recorded a mortality of 35:97, 30°68, - 0°48, 20°89, and 28°92 
per mide respectively. Jessore suffered less from fever during the year under 
report, the recorded mortality being 27°38 against 33°02 per mille in the pre- 
vious year ; while Oaleutta and Puri returned the smallest death-rate from this 
cause, viz. 458 and 7-27 per mille «respectively. Auti-malarial operations 
wero carried out at Ranaghat, Berhampore, Jagadispur and Moheshpur, but it 
cannot be said that much advantage has resulted from them. The operations 
at Berhampore and Moheshpur have been abandoned on the recommendation of 
the Sanitary Commissioner, while those at Ranaghat and Jagadispur will 
be continued for a further period. Steps are being taken to collect 
qccurate statistics as to the prevalence of fever in places where drainage works 
are either in progress or about to be undertaken, showing the death-rate from 
this cause both before and after the exeention of the drainage works;

. 10. itary Improvements.—The Lieutenant-Governor has read with 
interest the account given in Section IX of the Sanitary Commissioner’s 
report of the efforts made by Municipalities and District Boards to promote 
sanitation, He notices with satisfaction the opinion recorded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Clarkson that the conservancy arrangements in Municipalities are 
steadil maproring and that the expenditure under this head is increasing. 
A brief reference is made toa number of the more important drainage and 
water-supply schemes under preparation or under actual construction. The 
Lieutenant-Governor will. allude to these when dealing with the annual 
reports on the working of District Boards and Municipalities. The services 
of the Sanitary Board and their Engineer were largely used in working out 
these schemes. 

11.. Vaccinotion,— The mortality from small-pox increased very largely, 
the number of deaths recorded being 23 543 in 1906-1907 as compared with 
12,090 in 1905-1906. In last year’s resolution the unsatisfactory vaccination 
results in the district of Puri were specially noticed, The results now reported 
are even more unsatisfactory. The death-rate from this cause for the district

anction has recently been accorded to a scheme formulated by the Civil 
Surgeon for increasing the number and pay of the vaccinators employed in 
the district, ard the Sanitary Commissioner will be directed to make a special 
and thorough enquiry into the causes of the abnormally high death-rate now 
ed, A severe outbreak of small-pox occurred in the Darjeeling district 
during the year, and as a natural result there was a large increase in the 
nutbber of operations performed, Unfortunately the lymph supplied from 
the Government depdt at Ghoom was found to have dietaricented, and 
considerable difficulty was experienced in checking the epidemic. Under the 
orders of the Lieutenant-Governor a special enquiry was niade into the 
causes of the failure of the lymph by thé Sanitary Commissioner and the 
Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, and steps have now been taken to guard 
against such a contingency occurring in the future. The large decrease in the 
number of operations in Calcutta, 41,300 as compared with 85,287 in 1905-1906, 
is.very noticeable and the explanation given in the report is hardly satisfactory ; 
the death-rate from swall-pox in Caleutta is still very high (2°09. With these 
exceptions the vaccination work generally compares favourably with that 
rformed during the previous year. The total number of operations performed 
in the Province during the year 1906-1907 was 2,037,273 against 2,041,230 in 
1905-1906. Anti-septic vaccination was introduced throughout the Province, 
and on the whole the results appear to have been satisfactory.

review was the entertainment of 18 additiona Sub-Inspectors. Sanction was

Oo Thee was an increase in the number of dismissals and other punish- 
ments. The Commissioner of Police attributes this to increased supervision 
and stricter discipline, It is perty the result of the special enquiries which 
were made by Mr. Macrae into the conduct of the River Polioe. It is satis- 
factory to note that, in spite of stricter discipline, the better pay and prospects 
of the force have brought about a considerable decrease in the number of 
resignations, of which there were only 133 compared with 321 in 1904 and 236 
in 1905. : : 

4, Tho number of true cognizable cases reported direct to the police and 
instituted on complaint to a Magistrate has increased by over 4,000, This is 
due principally to a larger number of police prosecutions for public 
nuisances, offences under the Calcutta and Suburban Police Acts and 
cruelty to animals; but there is also a regrettable increase in the number of 
serious offences against the person and against public tranquillity. There was 
a large decrease of 1,070 cases under the Port Act, due to the investigation 
Mr, Macrae which has been referred to above. There were 412 glaries 
against 404 in 1905. The introduction of a regular system of patrol, which 
is now under the consideration of Government, should lead to a diminution in 
this form of crime.

5. No fewer than 30,499 cages were instituted in the Presidency Magis- 
trates’ Courts, of which about 4°3 per cent. were disposed of by the Honor 
Magistrates. The High Court and the Alipore Sessions Court dealt with 78 
and 36 cases, respectively, of which 61 and 31 ended in conviction. 

6. Considerable attention was paid during the year to the operations 
of fraudulent firms. The system of instituting prosecutions in the districts 
where'the complainant and witnesses live has Lai to the disappearance of the 
larger fraudulent firms.

7. There are 2.978 vendors engaged in the sale of judicial and non- 
judicial stamps during the year, or nine fewer than in the previous year. 

Calcutta the number of vendors decreased by 20; and the reduction is 

attributed to the abolition of one-anna receipt stamps, as noticed in the pre- 
ceding year’s report. _ , 

The discount allowed during the year exezeded that of the preceding year 
by Rs. 3,301, the increase representing the necessary result of increased sales, 

8. The total number of cases in which deficient duty and penalty were 
levied by the Courts during the year shows a decrease of 89, and there was a 
decrease of Rs. 2,228 in the duty and.penalty realised in comparison with the 
realisations of the preceding year. There was a decrease of 122 inthe number 
of cases decided, but an increase of Rs. 17,574 in the duty and penalty realised 
by Revenue Officers as compared with the figures of the previous year. The 
increase occurred mainly in Calcutta, and has been explained in the notes on 
Statement II. 

9. The number of cases instituted for the infringement of the provisions 
of the Stamp Act was 1,086, in which 1,086 persons were tried, against 667 
cases and 650 persons in the preceding year, ‘The fines imposed amounted 
to Rs, 6,388 against Re. 5,701, while the amount distributed in rewards 


was Rs, 5,805 against Rs. 3,173, In Calcutta there was a marked increase 


in the number of cases instituted and the amount of fines imposed as compared 
with the preceding year. It was noticed in the preceding year’s report that the 
increased activity in prosecution of offences agsinst the General Stamp Act 
had resulted in complaints in Calcutta; which were being enquired into by 
the Commissioner. His report is still under the Board’s consideration, 

10, Of the cases of the valuation of estates for the issue of probates or 
letters of administration reported during the year, 78°8 per cent. were enquired 
into. The co nding percentage in the preceding year was 84:2, The 
proportion borne by the deficit court-fees realised to the amount originally paid 
was 3°02 por cent. as compared with 34 per cent. in the previous year.

{On an average of the five yonrs ending 1904-05, the area under jute crop in the territory to 
which this forecast relates has represented some 15°¢ per cent. of the total area undor 
the jute crop in British India.J 


Lasr year the forecast related to 14 districts. In the 
present report returns received from Champaran, Muzaffar- 
pur and the Sonthal Parganas have also been incorporated, 
as considerable areas have been cultivated this year in these 
districts. In accordance with the existing orders of Goy- 
ernment, this preliminary forecast shows the estimated area 
sown, and gives a general survey of prospects only, with- 
out any reference to probable outturn, either in percentage 
figures or in bales. 

2. Acreage.—The following statement shows the acreage 
for the current and the preceding 4 years :—

The figures for 1906 are those shown in the final fore- 
cast for that year. It may be noted here, however, that 
in one or two cases the District Officers have now reported 
that the acreage shown last year was an under-estimate. 

3. Weather conditions—In March the rainfall was com- 
paratively heavy in all the jute districts. In April it was 
above the normal in all the districts,except Burdwan, Midna- 
pore, Hooghly, Howrah and the 24-Parganas. In consequence 
of this timely rain the sowings were normal in most parts. In 
May the fall was below the normal in all the districts ex 
Howrah, but this deficiency does not appear to have ndveledte 
affected the crops, The monsoon set in about the middle 
of June, and py rain has fallen since almost everywhere, 
In nearly ull the districts the weather has been generally 
favourable; in Hooghly, Howrah and Jessore it has latterly 





been unfavourable, and information reevived on the 9th 
instant. shows, that the erops, have suffered considerably in 
the Arambagh Sub-division of the first named. district. “On- 
the whole, the seuson so far has been better than last year. 

-' The statement below’ shows the rainfall in inches from 
March to June, inclusive, at the head-quarters of the seven 
principal jute districts.in the current and. the preceding 


four years: 
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4. District Returns.—-The total area sown this year is 
at present estimated to be 932,510 acres, as compared with 
780,400 acres in 1906, as estimated in the final forecast of 
that year. Certain District Officers have now revised the 
figures for last year, and according to this revision the area 
sown last year would amount to 858,300 acres, but I have 
retained the figures shown last year to. avoid coufusion. 
‘Sowings are reported to be still ging on in Bingeee” and 
in parts of Midnapore, but they bave been completed in the 
rest of the Province. 

The area under jute has increased in all districts, except 
in the 24-Parganas and Murshidabad. The extension of 
cultivation is reported to be due chiefly to the high prices 
obtained last year and partly to the favourable weather at the 
sowing time. In the 24-Parganas there has been a decrease 
of about 7 per cent. due, the Collector states, to the dearth 
of rice and to the sowing of paddy on lands where jute failed 
to germinate, owing to want of moisture. In Murshidabad 
a decrease of 8 per cent, is attributed to the high price of 
rice and the consequent increased cultivation thereof. — 

5. Condition and prospects —The present condition of 
the crop is reported to be good in ten districts, includin 
the important districts of Purnea, Jessore, Murshidabad an 
Nadia, and fair in the remaining districts except in parts of 
Hooghly, Howrah and Jessore, where damage has been done 
by excessive rain. Prospects at the present time are better 
this year on the whole than last year. PeGie- 

General.—The reports show that little or no jute is 


left in the districts from year’s crop, Figures are not 





yet available to show the actual quantity, in bales wr en 
and consumed in the mills during the past eleven months. 

’  %. Combined forecast of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and 
Assam.—-In the forecast now published by the Director of 
Agriculture, Eastern Bengal and Assam, the total area in 
jute this year in that Province has been - estimated at 
2,927,000 acres; so that the total acreage for both Provinces 
comes to 3,859,500 acres In last year’s final forecast, the 
consolidated area under jute in both Provinces was shown 
as 3,336,400 acres. In several cases, last year’s figures have 
now been revised by the District officers, and according to the 
new figures the jute area of 1906 works out to 3,523,200 
acres. The season in both Provinces as reported up to the 
present appears on the whvle to have been more favourable 
than that of last year.

_ ~ Fourteen of these fires occurred in buildings licensed under Act I of 1893, 
in which property to the value of Rs. 19,76,265 was destroyed. 

The total estimated value of the property destroyed by fire was 
Rs, 20,74,993-6 against Rs, 14,53,800-15, the value of the property destroyed 
in 1905-06, 

The following were the most serious fires :— 


t. On the 14th May 1906, a fire broke out at No. 297, Upper Circular Road, and 
destroyed some household farniture, about 1,000 maunds of waste paper, and da da 
two-atoried house. The fire lasted for 11 hours and the loss was estimated at Rs. 30,000, 

2. On the 8th November 1906, a fire broke out at the Hooghly Hydraulic Jute Press 
and destroyed two double-storied godowns and one vg agg ca godown contajning jute in 
kutcha bales and. drums. The fire lasted for 24 hours and the loss was estimated at 
Rs. 2,25,000. 

8. On the 6th January 1907, a fire broke out at No. 2/2, Ram Kanto Bose’s Street, and 
destroyed a two-storied building containing about 2,50() maunds of jute. The fire lasted for 
44 hours aud the loss was estimated at Rs. 30,000, 

4. On the 28th January 1907, a fire broke out at No. 22, Garden Reach Road 
(Garden Reach Spinning and Manufacturing Co.), and a large three-storied building 
containing cotton and machinery. The fire lasted for more than 13 hours and the loss was 
estimated at Rs, 5,092,000. 

5. On the 8th February 1907, a fire broke out at the Canal Jute Press and destroyed a 
double-storied building containing P a and machinery. The fire lasted for 48 hours 
nearly and the loss was estimated at Ks. 6,00,000. 

On the 27th February 1907, a fire broke out at the — Jute Mill and destroyed 
a oy veo atearg building containing gunny and machinery. The fire lasted for 6} hours 
and the loss was estimated at Rs. 1,50,000. 

7. On the 6th March 1907, a fire broke out at the Ganges Jute Mill, Sibpur, and 
destroyed a large single-storied godown containing about 27,000 maunds of jute in kutcha 
bales. The fire lasted for 46 hours and the loss was estimated at Rs, 2,50,000. 

8. On the 12th March 1907, fire broke out at the Ganges Jute Mill, Sibpur, and 
destroyed a single-storied godown containing about 20,000 maunds of jute in kutcha bales. 
The fire lasted for 454 hours and the loss was estimated at Rs, 2,00,000. 

5. Four licenses were granted under section 86, Act I of 1893, for letting 
off fire-works, rockets, etc. None of them were suspended under section 37 of 
the Act during the year. Four persons were arrested and convicted (fined) for 
letting-off fire-works under section 66, Act 1V of 1866, Police Act. 

One prosecution was instituted under Act IV of 1884 for possessing 
fire-works for sale. The accused was convicted and fined. One license for sale 
of fire-works was cancelled. f

urine the first week of the month under report, wenthor was fairly dry in the west- 
erp doce, with the exception of a few falls of rain in Behar, but in Eastern Bengal and 
Assam and Bengal ra'n was of daily ocourrence, Assam being the region where it was 
heaviest and most general. Cherrapoonjee registered 424’ during the week, 19” of which 
fell in the twenty-four hours ending at 8 am, on June 6th. Skies were moderatel, to thickly 
clonded over the greater part of the division, and temperature was fairly normal, except on 
the first two days of the week, when it was in excess m the south-western districts and in 


defect in the nurth-eastern. 

During the second week of the month rain was sapere from all parts of the division 
except Behar, and was of daily occurrence in Assam. Skies were almost clear in the western 
districts on the 6th and 7th, but on the remaining days they were moderately to thickly clouded 
everywhere. Temporature was g nerally in excvss in Chota Kearns and the adjacent districts, 
and below normal in the north-eastern districts. Tue weather during the third week of the 
month was affected by a severe cyclonic storm described below, which may be said to have intro- 
duced the n onsoon into Bengal. Rain fell generally over the whole reporting area, and was 
moderate to heavy on the 19th ani 20th. Skies were thickly clouded, and temperature was 
fairly normal except on the last two days of the week, when it was considerably lower 
than usual in Chota Nagpur and Behar. In the fourth week also a severe cyclonic 
etorm materially influenced the weather, rain being reported from all parts of the 
two Provinces, and being heavy in Bengal and Chota Nagpur. Skies were moderately 
to heavily clouded, and temperature was below normal in Chota Nagpur and the adjoining 
districts on the 21st, 22nd, 26th and 27th and nearly normal elsewhere. 

During the last few days of the month the monsoon current gave rain daily in 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, but precipitation was light to the west. 

The weather in the bay was marked by two cyclonic disturbances unusual both on 
account of their place of origin and their severity. An area of low pressure existed for 
some days in the bay, but it was uot till the 13th that it showed signs of concentrating in 
the neighbourhood of Waltair. On the 15th it had developed into a storm and com- 
menced to move slowly in a northerly or north-easterly direction. During the night of 
the 17th it increased rapidly in severity, and in consequence of the 2 a.m. observation 
it was considered desirable to hoist the danger signal at dawn at Caloutta and the river 
ports indicating the possible advance of a storm up the river. It crossed the coast in the 
afternoon slightly to the east of Saugor, and tfavelling in a direction nearly north 
close to Ualoutta, curving sharply to the west, when it was to the north of that station, 
It then moved slowly to the west, and reaching the east of the United Provinces filled up 
on the 22nd, owing mainly to the failure of the Arabian sea current to provide the supply 
of moisture necessary for its continued existence.

This is attributed to the stricter discipline which is,now insisted 
on, in cotiseqience of the recommendations of the Police Comntission, 
The. number of convictions under the Penal Code fell from 132 to 110, or 
about 0°5 per cent. As in the previous yoar, three cases of torture were brought 
against the Police. One of these was dismissed summarily; in another the 
accused were convicted; and in the third case, where the evidence was not 
sufficient to support a conviction in Court, departmental action is being taken, 
There were 32 charges of extortion against 37 in 1905. Of these, 20: either 
broke down of were compromised ; and eight ended in punishment, judicial or 
departmental, agaiust 13 of the previous year. The Inspector-General reports 
that the improved pay and prospects of the police are attracting a better class 
of candidates; and he anticipates that this and the closer and more systematic 
supervision that is now insisted on ¢annot fail to have excelle:t results. He 
stetes that antive oppression on the part of the police is steadily diminishing,

Jt is significant that in most of these districts 
measures had to be taken for the relief of distress or famine, There wasa 
similar increase in the number of theft cases. Cattle tuefts increased from 
ng Railway ” Policee—The control ofthe Railway Police was transferred 
dutiag the year from the Deputy Inspectors-General of the different Ranges to 
the newly appointed Deputy Inspector-General of Crime and Railways, under 
whom there are now three Superintendents of Police, viz.,one for the Hast + 
. Indian Railway system, another for the Bengal-Nagpur Railway system, and ~ 
athird, aided by an Assistant Superintendent, for the Eastern Bengal State 
Railway and the Bengal and North-Western Railway Systems. ‘There was an 
increase in the total number of cases reported by: the Railway Police from 7,875 
to 8,658. . The number of cognizable cases decided was much the same as in 
the previous year, and the judicial resulta were good. Theft § increased in 
number from 3,216 to 3,825, Gang cases are being instituted against four 
gangs of thieves who operate on the Eastern Bengal State Railway. Tho | 
number of “cases of obstruction on the line rose from 29 to 60, Petty obstruc- 
tions were placed on the lines for the pur of annoying the East Indian 
tailway authorities during the strikes which occurred at Asansol, Jamalpur 
and elsewhere. ‘These strikes, which were engineered by outsiders from 
Calcutta, were brought to a prompt conclusion by the Railway authorities, It 
is satisfactory to note thatnothing very serious occurred in the course of these 
strikes, Giaihe to the precautionary measures adopted by the police to preserve 
order and to render assistance to the Railway authorities, 
16. Criminal Investigation Department.—The report contains some interest- 
ing details of the operations of the Criminal Investigation Department. 
Much valuable work was done in the detection of organized crime and in the 
successful prosecution of professional criminals. A number of gang cases: were 
_ worked up against habitual thieves and dacoits, many of whom were sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment. One of the most interesting cases brought 
to light was the New York Life Insurance case. In this casé the note-forger, 
Benarasi Das, tried to secure the insurance money payable on the death of a 
certain Sital Pershad Agarwala, who was represented by him to be a rich 
merchant, by’removing him and substituting the dead body of a patient who 
had just died in hospital, The clue in this case was obtained from a convicted 
forger. Benarasi Das was convicted and sentenced to five years’ rigorous 
‘imprisonment. Considerable p s is being made in the classification of 
finger prints, the preparation history sheets and the photographing of 
notorious criminals, Mr. A. V. Knyvett, c.1#.} was in charge of the Deseetes nt 
till the 27th March, when he was relieved by Mr. C. W. C. Plowden, who 
remained in charge of it for the rest of the year, The Lieutenant-Goyernor. 
observes with satisfaction that the services of this Department were much ~ 
appreciated by the local officers, and that the cordial relations between it — 
the Calcutta Police are still maintained, “4 Hee ;

2. Administrative changes—Paragraph 9 of the Report.—'The most important 
administrative change which was brought into effect during the year was the 
abolition of the system of passes en route known as the rawana system. In 
consequence of this measure, ithas been necessary to adopt additional safeguards © 
to prevent the smuggling of salt from shipboard in the port of Calcutta; and 
revised rules to regulate the clearance and delivery of salt have been approved 
in Government Order No, 221T,.—S.R., dated the 2nd July 1907, and 
published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 10th idem. Necessary amendments 
will shortly be made in other rules in the Salt Manual. 

In cousequence of the abolition of the rawana system, some of the pro- 
visions of the Bengal Salt Act of 1864 are no longer applicable. The question 
of the repeal of this Act, and the extension to Bengal of the Indian Salt Act 
of 1882 with certain modifications, is under the consideration of Government.

5. Introduction of a credit system for payment of duty—Paragraph 12 of the 
Report —It is hoped that a credit system of payment of ane on salt will be 
introduced in this Province as soon as requirements have been fully considered. 
A draft form of agreement, which it 1s proposed to prescribe for execution 
by persons availing themselves of the system has been revently submitted ~ 
to overicieet:

[On an average of the five years peng 1905-06, the area under sugar- 
cane in the territory to which this forecast relates has represented some 
189 per cent. of the total area under this crop in British India.] 


Character of the season.—The weather has been generally 
favourable for the sugarcane crop in all parts of the 
Province. Planting generally commenced at the normal 
time, In a few districts want of rain was felt during the 

riod of early growth, and in a few cases the District 

fficers have reported that damage was done by heavy rain 
and high wind in June; but so far the season has been 
on the whole an unuaually good one. 

Area planted.—Since the publication of last year’s final 
report on this crop, the District Officers of Burdwan, 
Hooghly, Gaya, Shahabad and Balasore have revised their 
estimates of the normal area and, in consequence, the provin- 
cial total now stands at 438,900 acres against 429,500 acres 
as shown in 1906. The area pone with sugarcane this 
year is reported to have been 431,700 acres against 423,500 
acres as reported last year (since revised to 424,500 acres). 
The area under,cane has extended slightly in North Bihar, 
in consequence of the establishment of several sugar 
factories. The increase in area elsewhere has been due to a 
fayourable season. 

Outturn—From the Appendix it will be seen that the 
_ Sonthal Parganas estimates a Rapper crop of 119 per cent. 

Thirteen districts show a normal crop, In nine districts 
the outturn estimated by the local officers varies from 90 to 
99 per cent, Four districts expect a crop from 80 to 86 

cent., and in the remaining six the crop is estimated at 


3 to 78 per cent.

According to the estimates of District Officers, the 
outturn for the Province as a whole works out to 93 
cent, of the normal against 90 per cent., estimated 
year.

Arrangements were made 
for bringing out four Leadsmen eeprennons from England and for the appoint- 
ment of one locally selected candidate to meet present requirements and also 
to ensure that the sanctioned number may be attained within a reasonable 
time, 

The number of arrivals at the port during the yoar was 1,614, and of 
de 81,626. The total number of arrivals and departures was 3,240, or 
108 more than that of the previous year. These figures represent a gross 
tonnage of 6,205,092 inwards and 6,256,731 outwards. The average une 
of steam and sailing vessels inwards and outwards was 3,846, against 3,722 
in the previous year. ; 

The pilotage receipts during the year amounted to Rs, 14,21,189, against 
Rs. 13,62,785 in the previous . : ; : 

: The number of steamers drawing over 21 feet piloted inwards increased and 
those piloted outwards decreased, During the year, no sailing ships drawing 
over 21 feet were piloted inwards and outwards. Althogether 27 vessels—21 
inward and 6 outward—were neaped for want of sufficient depth of water over 
the bars, against 19 vessels in the previous year. The number of vessels 
detained at the Sandheads for want of Pilots during the year was 13, the 

_ shortest detention being 6 hours 25 minutes, the longest 21 hours, the average 

' detention being 15 hours 44 minutes, 

There were 9 collisions and 80 groundings during the year, against 7 
collisions and 22 groundings in the previous year. In one case of collision 
the Pilot concerned was held to blame for error of judgment and in another 
case for negligence. In regard to the groundings the Pilots were in fault only 
in four instances. 

Sixty preliminary enquiries were held by the Port Officer, of which four 
were referred to Departmental Courts of Enquiry and nine to Special Courts 
of Enquiry. In seven cases the Pilots were held to blame and they were 
dealt with by this Government. No Marine Court under Act XII of 1859 was 
held during the year. 

One hundred and three candidates appeared at the examination for Colonial 
and Home Trade certificates of competency, of whom 57 passed. Three- 
hundred and twenty-six candidates also appeared at the different examinations 
for certificates of competency as Masters, Serangs, Engineers and Engine- 
drivers under Act VI of 1884, but only 141 passed, 

Mr. G. Robertson was the First Engineer and Shipwright-Surveyor through- 
out the year, Mr. F, Olford, x.1.., was the Second. Engineer and Shipwright- 
Snrveyor up to the 25th October 1906, when he reverted to the Royal Indian 
Marine on being relieved by Mr. E. G. Venn, R.1.m, 

Comnfauder E. J, Beaumont, 2.1.u., presided over the Department up to 


iri the 22nd May 1906, when he reverted to the Royal Indian Marine, making 


over-charge of the Port and Shipping Offices to Lieutenant A. S. Balfour, R.1.M., 
who held: charge till 7th July 1906, when Commander St. L. 8.

The ear a of the Calcutta Shipping Office during the year 1906-1907 
amounted to Rs, 84,380, against Rs, 83,617 in the previous year, showing an 
increase of Rs, 763, which is mainly due to a larger amount of overtime fees 
being realised during the year. 

2. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 42,214 ascompared with Rs. 41,180 
in the past year. The increase in expenditure is due to larger sums of money 
drawn during the year by officers performing overtime work afloat, and to the 
grant of il compensation allowance to clerks and menials. . 

8. Four Trust Funds are administered by the Calcutta Shipping Office. 
The total receipts under the Funds during the year under report amounted to 

_ Rs, 82,705. This together with the closing balance at the credit of the Funds 
for 1905-1906 made an aggregate of Rs. 96,124, against Rs. 90,887 in the 
previous year. Payments e during the year amounted to Rs. 83,794, a 
sum of Rs, 2,472 lapsing to the State. The balance at the credit of the Funds 
at the close of the year stood at Rs, 9,858.

Owing, however, to the paucity of sailing ships now afloat, qualified 
able-bodied seamen have becomé very few in the Port, and wag Bead i 
larities of the nature are not likely to be altogether avoided, Asa remedial 
measure, the Shipping Master suggests that native emigrants might, in future, 
be carried in steam-vessels only, ‘I'he matter will receive the consideration of 
the Government. A fireman issdery of the 8,8, Barmfels complained that 
aserang of the vessel habitually ill-treated him during the voyage with a 
view to obtain money and sbip’s provisions from him, The Shipping Master 
was satisfied of the general truth of the complaint; so the serang was 
dismissed, and particulars of his misconduct circulated among the principal 
Indian ports, and his name posted in the defaulter’s list.

The Report was submitted to Government punctually. 
», Demand, collections, balances and remissions.—The current demand of the 


year was Rs 2,87,00,503, or more than a lakh in excess of that of 1905-06. © 


collections were better than in any of the four preceding years. The 
a collections slightly exceeded the current demand. The remissions and 
balances, which last year were the lowest on record, have been still further 
reduced. 

3. Road and Public Works Cesses,—The current demand on account of 
cesses shows an increase of over half-a-lakh, due mainly to revaluations in the 
districts of Hooghly, Manbhum, mparan, Midnapore and burdwan. Owing 

rtly to a smaller arrear demand,\total collections fell by more than a lakh. 
The percentage of collections on }he current demand declined from 101°4 in 
the previous year to 99°2, In h the districts collections were below the 
prescribed standard, but the explangfions given are generally satisfactory, and a 
large proportion of the arrears hag#fince been recovered. Revaluation opera- 
tions in Birbhum were completed (A the year under review, 

4. Money-orders.—The contisued increase in the number of revenue money- 
orders and the amount of landfrevenue and cesses thus remitted indicates 
the growing popularity of the system. The number of rent money-orders and 
the amount covered by them alo show a elight increase ; but the aceuracy of 
these statistics is under enquiry by the Board, The percentage of refusals was 
less than in the,previous year. y 

5. Ooercive Measures.—The Thvenue sale law was administered, as usual, 
with leniency anld moderation. There was a decrease of 1,929 in the number of 
defaults and of 64 in the number of sales. To lessen the chances of hardship 
steps have been taken which, it/ is hoped, will enable the Collector to exercise 
greater discrimination in the matter of sales. The number of certificates 
filed during the year was 140,510 as against 150,446 in the preceding 
year. Inthe Patna, Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions the number of 
cases disposed of fell short of those instituted, but the reverse is the case in the 
Province as a whole. The Burdwan Division shows the l number of cases 
pending for more than six months. The state of the files in that Division is 
engaging the attention of the Board. ; 

6. Condition of the raiyats in Government Estates and expenditure on Improve- 
ment and Education.—In the Burdwan, Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions the 
condition of the raiyats in Government estate was, on the whole, satisfactory. 
In the Presidency and Bhagalpur Divisions and in portions of the Patna Division 
there was considerable distress owing to high prices and heavy floods, which 
caused serious damage to the crops. Agricultural loans and’ suspensions or 
remissions of rent were granted freely in all ihre aff 
the Sontbal Parganas Co-operative Credit Societies are rted to have helped 
the raiyats materially.

greater attention to a prayer for exemption!’ It has therefore been directed 
that by way of experiment in the case of a Saw selected districts ti.ere shall 
be entered on the sale list against each estateior share of an estate to be sold 
the number of registered proprietors of such efitate or share.

Although the total area under crop was less than in the 
receding year, there was a bumper crop on the low lands. In this district 
ever, small-pox, and cholera attended by heavy mortality has been reported 
in this year. The rains set in latein Bankura, and though in July and 
August the fall was general, it was not favourably distributed and consequently 
all the high lands were not cultivated. A break in October damaged 
the crop on the high lands. The radi crop in. this district also suffered 
considerably. Defective and unseasonable showers affe:ted the outturn of all 
the important crops in Midnapore and Hooghly, and the bhadoi crop was 
damaged by floods on the chur lands in Hooghly. In the Presidency Division, 
the rainfall was deficient in all the districts and unevenly distributed. In 
the 24-Parganas the crops promised well, but were ialegal subsequently by 
the heavy showers of October and by insect pests. ‘he abnormal floods of 
the early part of the year injuriously affected the crops, specially the bhadui 
crops in Nadia and Murshiaabad. In Khulna, on the other hand, the river 
water remained saline owing to insufficient rainfall, and the paddy seedlings 
did not thrive well in consequence. In the Patna Division the rain in June 
was sufficient to start agricultural operations, but the heavy fall in July and 
August caused floods in the rivers and damage to the bhadoi crops in all the 
districts of the Division, except in Gaya. Where the crop was not actually 
damaged by fiood, it was «ite by excessive rain and consequent saturation 
of the soil, There wasa flood in all the fou, districts north of the Ganges, 
and it was particularly devastating in th¢ district of Darbhanga. After the 
floods had subsided, paddy was retransplanted, but a long period of drought 
followed. Owing to the uneven distributior! of the hathiya rains, the winter rice 
crop was greatly in want of moisture, and tlje outturn, consequently, was poor. 
The cessation of rain from the time of the sowing of the radi, which generally 
commences in October, until the end of Jenuary, had a bud effect upon the 
crops, and the unseasonable fall in Febrnary and March caused further 
d e. There was insufficient rain for the rice and bhadoi crop sowings in 
the Bhagalpur Division. The monsoon broke ‘about the normal period, and the 
fall was, on the whole, satisfactory during the first-half of the rainy season, 
but there was excessive rain in the north of the Division in the middle of the 
season, and a similar excess farther to the west and north caused disastrous 
floods. For the rest of the season the rainfall was extremely deficient, save 
in the Sonthal Parganas and udjacent tracts, and with the exception of these 
areas also there was no rain for the rabi sowings. Unseasonable heavy rain 
occurred in February and continued also in March, accompanied in a good 
many places by hail. Except in ths Sonthal Parganas, the harvests 
have been very unsatisfactory. The most marked feature of the yeur 
was the unprecedental inundation in the portions of Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and 
Purnea north of the Ganges, in the third week of August, accompanied by 
very heavy floods in the Ganges itself. These caused extensive destruction to 
the bhadot und winter rice crops, but the tracts bordering on the flooded areas 
had good crops, except in the Supaul Subdivision which suffered more than 
any other part of the Division from drought after flood. In a considerable 
portion of 1 North Monghyr, and in more limited areas in the west of 
the Supau! and Madhepura subdivisions in Bhagalpur there was a clean sweep 
of the crops: but this did not cause anything like as much damage in Monghyr 
as in Bhagalpur, for the damaged tracts in the former are liable to inundation, 
and are~ consequently i populated. In considerable areas in Purnea 
also the crops were swept away, but here again the population is somewhat 
_ sparse. Except for the deficiency of rain at sowing time, thie bhadoi 
| crops were satisfactory where there were no floods; but the average outturn

istrict is returned at 63 per cent, of the normal, while in the Sonthal Parganas 
the crop was an average one. In North Monghyr and adjacent parts ; 
Bhagalpur, considerable damage was done by caterpillars to the young rabi 
crop. Excluding the Sonthal Parganas, the crop averaged 77 per cent. of the 
normal, aud in the Sonthal Parganas it was 90 per cent. The igen of opium 
which is grown in Monghyr and Bhagalpur, was only 52 and 70 per cent., 
respectively, as compared with 75 and 90 in the A por year. This crop and 
tobacco also suffered much from the cloudy and rainy weather in February 
and March. Jute is now being grown in all the districts in this Division 
except in Monghyr, but it is still regarded as a new crop in Bhagalpur. 
There was however # great extension in the area under cultivation of jute 
dur-ng the year owing to the very high price which the fibre has been fetching. 
The cultivation of indigo has fallen off greatly in Monghyr and Purnea, and 
the total area is returned at only 24,500 acres as against 39,000 in the preceding 
ear. ‘I'he crop was much damaged by excessive rain and floods. Sugarcane, 
which is growu principally in Bhagalpur, Purnea, and the Sonthal Parganas, 
was below the average except in the last-named district, where it gave almost a 
bumper yield. Tea is grown only in the district of Darjeeling ; the weather 
was favourable and the outturn is reported by the Commissioner to be 
22 million Ibs. above that of the preceding year. The rainfall in the Orissa 
Division was inadequate and was not favourable to the dhadoi, winter rice, 
and rati crops. It was not evenly distributed except in Puri. In Balasore it 
was insufficient in the early part of the year, and this retarded the progress 
of cultivation and caused the high lands to remain uncultivated. A break 
in the rains, when the crops Were maturing, resulted in their partial loss on 
the moderately high lands, and in \n unsatisfactory outturn on low lands. In 
Angul the rainfall was very smpll in June, and thus the sowing of bhadoi 
and winter rice was retarded, andj again in October and November it was 
very light and insufficient for tJfe winter rice and radi. In_Cuvtack and 
Sambalpur the monsoon broke ## the beginning of the third week of June, 
and the conditions at sowing tigue were excellent. In the latter district, 
however, the rainfall was short{in the end of July and beginning of August, 
at the time when it was much neefled for puddling and transplantation. The 
autumn rice suffered consideralfy in consequence. The rainfall in Puri, 
though less than the normal, wis seasonably and evenly distributed through- 
out the year, and the crops wre assured. The rainfall was above the 
normal during the year only in tlle district of Ranchi, while in the other 
districts of the Cuota Nagpur Division it was much below the normal. The 
monsoon commenced about the beginning of July, and continued until about 
the middle of September. The consequence was that the outturn of the 
bhadoi crops was better than in the preceding year in all the districts. The’

159. ‘The average prices of the principal food-grains—rice, wheat, barley, 
chica i tcl alba gram and maize—and of salt for the past three 
: years are shown in Appendix XXIX. Compared 
with previous years, prices were higher throughout the province. The 
most noticeable is the rise in the price of rice and is due to the partial failure 
of crops in this and the previous year. Possibly also the demand for rice 
18 growing owing to the increasing prosperity of the classes that labour in the 
collieries and mills, etc., classes that previously lived on other and cheaper 
grain than rice. The usual imports from Backergunge and the neighbour 
districts were below the normal, and there was a considerable export to 
Fastern Bengal and Assam where the increased area under jute cultivation 
had some effect on the total outturn and on stocks. The comparatively

Railway having opened up large tracts hitherto uneultivated, and having 
supplied facilities for obtaining employment. In Midnapore and Hooghly the 
increase was due to the gen mse in the price of food-grains, and in 
the latter district also to the increasing demand for labour in mills and 
factories. There wasa rise in wagesin all the districts of the Presidency 
Division, except Murshidabad, where they remained stationary: In 
the interior of the 24-Parganas, the price of labour is reported to have 
one up.from 4 or 6 annas to as muchas 9 or 10 annas per diem, In the 
‘atna. Division the rise is due to the inerease in the prices of food-grains, 
the greater demand for carpenters and masons in towns and to emigration. 
The agricultural classes of this Division are resorting in large numbers to 
a proper and Assam where they find more remunerative work, and more 
r employment in large towns, mills, tea plantations or places where 
railway construction is in progress. Inthe Bhagalpur Division in the east 
of Purnea and in the Sonthal Parganas, the demand for unskilled labour 
increased, especially during the jute seasoy., In the town of Bhagalpur, there 
was some rise in the wages of ski. labour, and common coolies are 
demanding wages higher than those tha” & jvailed in the preceding year. In 
the Orissa Division in Balasore the w of labour rose as a necessary 
consequence of the rise in the price of f -grains. In Puri an upward 
tendency is reported, but Mr. Gourlay, the: Collector of the district, observes 
that the figures under this head gathered, as they were, through the usual 
channel, should be taken with caution.» He says that in his tours he never 
found a coolie paid sixteen pice a day for his work, and although such a rate 
may be paid in the harvest season, Sai seat the year the rate is nearer 
10 pice. Owing to the rise in the price of rice, the wages of the ordinary 
day labourer in Sambalpur have risen from 2 annasto 10 pice per diem, 
In the Chota Nagpur Division the labour market was active throughout the 
year, and there wasa general rise in the wages of labourers. This may be 
ascribed to the prosperity of the coal and mica mining industries in Manbhum 
and Hazaribagh, respectively, and in the Division ont to railway con- 
straction, to the erection of several public and private buildings in Ranchi, 
and to the improvement in other trades and commerce.

Nevertheless on account of the 
pd demand for labour on railways, collieries, mills and brickfields, the 
cultivating and labouring classes are believed to have earned better wages than 
in any previous year and the artisan classes, who usually suffer most when high 
rule, are believed also to have prospered owing to the increased demand 
or country-made goods. ‘The class however which has participated most in 
the ity is that of the weavers, who remain at home and do not 


seek employment elsewhere. It is reported that on account of the demand 
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for country-made clothes, weavers working with the fly-shuttle can earn as 
much as Rs, 20a month, and that the demand for their services is pa, | 
increasing. On the dkner hand, the trader classes have not done so we 
as there was some dislocation of trade owing to the swadeshi movement. The 
unfavourable agricultural conditions of the year have affected most seriously the 
lower middle classes with small fixed incomes, These classes are debarred from 
manual labour by custom and tradition. Before ee rose and the purchasing 
power of the rupee declined, and rice sold at Rs. 3 a maund, their 
income was sufficient. The standard of living is now however rising and 
they have still appearances to keep up and traditions to maintain. Some 
prospect of improvement in their material condition is held out by the 
present swadeshi movement in so far as it may induce the younger 
generation to devote themselves to a technical rather than to a literary profes- 
sion. Compared with the previous year the number of sales and mortgages 
show a considerable increase, but information is lacking as to whether the 
mortgagees are money-lenders or cultivators. From Birbhum, however, it 
is reported that the Sonthals are falling deeper and deeper into debt, and that 
their lands are going into the hands of the money-lenders. Certain measures 
for the amelioration of the condition. of the Sonthals and other aboriginals in 
other districts have recently come under the consideration of the Board and - 
Government. 


193. Inthe Presidency Division, the material condition of the people 
cannot be described as satisfactory ‘during the year. The prices of food-grains 
were abnormally high and affected agriculturists and labourers, as also the non- 
cultivating middle classes with small fixed income. This was to some extent 
compensated for by the rise in wages and the large extension of jute 
cultivation accompanied at the sqy.time by a rise in the price of jute. 
Relief operations had neverthelfagato be undertaken in parts of the 
24-Parganas, Nadia, and Jessore, ay wans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act 
were granted extensively to cultiygt.#s. The general health was not so good 
as in the previous years in the 24*Parganas where there was an outbreak of © 
both cholera and small-pox. In Nadia cholera broke out in June amon 
the pilgrims who had congregated} in Nabadwi on the occasion of the oie 
eclipse, but prompt measures were taken to check its spread to other parts 
of the district. ‘This district, as wellas Jessore, continued to suffer much 
from malarial fever, and in the latter district the death-rate continued to 
exceed the birth-rate. 


194. The condition of the people in the Patna Division was, on the whole, 
fair, except in the districts of Champarau, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga where 
there were floods and consequently a failure of crops. Timely assistance was 
afforded after the floods by advances under the Agriculturists Loans Act, and 
also by gratuitous relief. In Darbhanga the flood caused great havoc and 
destruction, and, owing to the impoverished condition of the people, famine 
relief operations were required, relief and test works and kitchéns being opened 
in different parts of the district. In Saran ‘the damage caused by the heavy 
floods, together with the high prices of food-grains, would have been felt 
severely, bat for the relief afforded by the temporary emigration, which 
aunually takes place, to mills on the banks of the Hooghly and to "Eastern 
Bengal and elsewhere. High prices ruled throughout the year, and cultivators 
are reported to havo realised substantial profits by disposing of their surplus 
stocks of grain. The landless classes, especially those in receipt of small mone 
income, severely felt the high prices. The agricultural labourers are general] 
paid in kind, and so were not much affected by the high prices. The public 
health has been ood, except in Champaran where the death rate was 87-9 
per mile of population, as against 29-4 in the previous year, due to a i 
extent toa severe epidemic of cholera. In Saran there were 21,728 deaths 
from plague as against 15,3€7 last year, and the mortality during the month 
of March was the highest but one on record. In other districts the epidemic 
was less severe, though the disease in many places assumed a very severe 
and fatal form, Cholera prevailed in epidemic form in the towns of 
Muzuffarpur, Hajipur, and Lalganj, and the interior of the Muzaffarpur district, . 
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There was no marked change in thé standard of living among the different 
classes of the community. 
195, The most striking features of the year as affecting the material 
condition of the people in the Bhagalpur Division were the extensive 
destruction of crops caused by the unprecedented flood in the areas north 
_ of the Ganges, and the very high prices OF ood -qraiil There was also an ex- 
tension of the cultivation of jute in Purnea, some portions of north Bhagalpur, 
and in the east of the Sonthal Parganas, Except during the latter half of the 
year there was some distress in the greater part of the Division, and until the 
bhadot harvest was gathered this was specially felt in the northern half of the 
Sonthal Parganas, owing to the scantiness of previous harvests. Purnea toa 
— extent was saved owing to the abundance of land. available, the high 
emand for labour, and the profits derived from the cultivation of jute. The 
pressure in North Bhegalpur and North Monghyr was relieved by the adoption 
of a liberal policy in the matter of Government loans for the purchase of seed 
grain, and by the provision of employment ou works undertaken by the District 
Board, and on the repair by zamindars—mostly with the aid of advances under 
the Land Improvement Loans Act—of the embankments on their estates. 
The high price of food-grains, which was due only partially to a local 
deficiency of crops and mainly to the demand om Eastern Bengal, 
has been keenly felt throughout. The pinch has been severe in the case of 
landless labourers, cultivators whose crops were insufficient for the support 
of their families, and the middle and poorer classes on fixed incomes. On 
the other hand, cultivators, who were fortunate enough to obtain surplus 
crops, benefited greatly by the high prices, and the profits made by middle- 
meu and money-lenders to whom the crojs were hypothecated in advance 
were enormous. ‘The rapid extension of jutp cultivation has brought much 
prosperity to a great part of Purne, pa ticularly to the Kissenganj sub- 
division and to the eastern portios® & ihe Sonthal Parganas below the 
Damin-i-koh. Notwithstanding the in®w®ed supply, the prices obtained 
were excellent, but a great portion of the profit was absorbed by middlemen. 
Though the area under food crops was ‘reduced, those who grew jute 
were well able to afford to buy all the grain they wanted; and this was un- 
doultedly ono of the causes that contributed to the high price of food-grains. 
Pricés began to reach a high level in the jute-growing tracts earlier than 
elsewhere. ‘The general health of the people was better than in the preceding 
year} but fever and cholera were very prevalent in Purnea. Plague caused 
much mortality in the Beguserai subdivision of Monghyr and in the extreme 
west of that district, but elsewhere there was hardly any. The improve- 
ment was very marked in the towns of Monghyr and Bhagalpur, where 
special preventive measures had been adopted, particularly in the matter of 
rat-destruction, and prompt steps were taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease wherever a case broke out. 
196. From ap agricultural point of view, the year was not a prosperous 
‘one in the Orissa Division. A, succession of poor harvests caused a 
large increase in the price of rice which was severely felt by the landless 
classes. Cultivators and land-holders who had a surplus of rice to sell have 
been much benefited by the high price, but the surplus available was less than 
usual, Zakavi advances had to be given to the tenants in Agarpara and 
Bhadrak in the district of Balasore, and to the raiyats in the sandy tracts near 
the Chilka in the district of Puri, where the crops suffered owing to insufficient 
rain, Fortunately, however, these tracts are very small and the failure of 
crops on them was but partial. Most of the population are either agricul- 
turists or agricultural labourers, and the harvest of the year was generally 
sufficient to provide some surplus for export over and above the local cou- 
sumption, The increase in the cultivation of jute brought large sums to 
the tenants especially of Cuttack, but the landless and middle classes felt 
keenly the rise in prices. It is said that the indigenous weaving industry 
was somewhat stimulated by the swadesii movement, presumably by a demand 
for country-made cloth for export and large numbers of labourers are able 
to find very remunerative employment in Calcutta and elsewhere, owing to 
the facility of communication afforded by the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, The | 
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Divisional and District Agricultural Associations continued a certain amount 
of demonstration work, but with the exception of jute no other crop advocated 
by the agricultural ‘authorities has yet made much progress. Agricultural 
and industrial exhibitions were held in Balasore, Angul, and in the Kendrapara 
subdivision of Cuttack. In Angul the exhibition has been held for the last four 
years and has brought the people of the district and the surrounding Native _ 
States in contact with each other and has created a competition amorg them 
for the improvement of handierafis and the cultivation of new staples. In 
Sambalpur the condition of cg was on the whole satisfactory. Cultiva- 
tors who had rice to sell naturally benefited very considerably from the rise in 
rices, but those who had to buy their food supplies suffered proportionately. 
e generally good condition of the people can be inferred from the ease with 
which the revenue was collected, 

197. There was no appreciable wage in the material condition of the 
people in the Chota Nagpur Division. The condition of the agricultural 
community, which forms the major part of the population, was on the whole 
prosperous. High prices for food-grains ruled almost throughout the year, and 
the agriculturists were thereby much benefited. As stated in the en ear’s 
report, the passing of the Chota Nagpur Tenancy Amendment Act, I Bo) 
of 1879, which prohibits private sales of agricultural holding, has had also 
a considerable effect in reducing the borrowing powers of the raiyats. Owin 
to the great demand for labour for Railway construction and for the coal an 
mica mining industries in the Division, the labouring classes are also bétter 
off than usual, notwithstanding the high prices prevailing throughout the year. 
In Palamau, the year was on the, whole a prosperous one, and Mr. Hlignell 
writes :— 

“The signs of general prosperity }re to be found in the fact that liquor shops this year 
have been settled everywhere at greatly enhanced rates, emigration (whieh is practieajly 
confined to thana Balumath) has falfon off “ * * * *- In~the- khas al +A of 8 
our collections have been better than fthey have been in any year since Mr, Su. 4 s 
settlement, and this result has been o¥tdined with little or no recourse to coercive dj 
The Garwah and Daltonganj bazars andl-the smaller basars have all been settled at h of g, 
rates, and labour is probably in greater demand than it has ever been before in the distri'stt. 


In Hazaribagh 54 Co-operative Credit Societies have been establishes in 
different parts of the district, mostly under the supervision of the Dublin Missin. 
Mr. Carey says that these are no doubt of much benefit to the agriculturists 
in the localities affected, but there is not likely to be an increase of such 
societies otherwise than under the fostering care of philanthropists. In Ranchi 
loans were granted by Government to Mundas and other aboriginals to 
redeem their zar-i-peshgi mortgages, In this district, as well as in Hazarib 
and Manbhum, the construction of the Railway continued duwing the 
year, and gave employment toa large number of the labouring class. The 
coal mines and the lac factories of the latter district also furnished employ- 
ment, In Singhbhum owing to good harvests the year was ¢ fairly prosperous 
one. Plague prevailed in the north of theedistrict of Palamau where it borders 
on Gaya. In Hossenabad, where the mortality was comparatively high, the 
disease was introduced by the people themselves, who harboured infected 
persons coming from Gaya, The town isa very old and insanitary one, and 
but for the fact that the inhabitants were induced at the beginning of the out: 
break to leave their huts and camp out, the mortality would have doubtless 
been very much greater. A few cases of suspected plague occurred towards the 
close of the year in the Chatra and Hunterganj sisnad in Hazaribagh, and 
there was an imported case at the Sadar station of the district of Manbhum 
which proved fatal. Cholera also broke out in the town of Hazaribagh and its 
neighboonns villages, ss well as in Purulia and in the district of Palamau 
and several deaths occurred. In the latter district, the disease was introduced 
by pilgrims returniug from Benares. Qn the whole, the general health of the 
Division ip pee et 

198. ere is no registered immigration into an istri 
Burdwan Division, but it . a well ca fact that ah roan ina 
the Chota Nagpur Division, Bihar, and the United Pectin come in large 
numbers to Burdwan, Hooghly and Howrah in quest of labour. In Burdwan

they find employment in the collieries and in the fields at the time of cultiva- 
tion and harvesting, as well as in brick making, and digging tanks. In Hooghly 
and Howrah, they find ample employment in the mills. The special facilities 
rendered for free emigration under Chapter V of the Emigration Act accounts 
for a decrease in the number of emigrants recruited eter Chapter IIL in 
Bankura. As in the previous years, there was a temporary immigration from 
the Sonthal Par 8, Orissa, and Midnapore to the Sundarbans tract and other 
parts of the 24-Parganas. Some of the immigrants from Midnapore and Orissa 
are reported to have settled in the Sundarbans. In the Patna Division, there 
is precsically no immigration. As in the previous year, there was u fair influx. 
of labourers to Champaran from other districts for work on the Tribeni Canal 
and the Railway lines, Emigration from the districts of Gaya, Shahabad, Saran, 
and Muzaffarpur to the East is considerable and to a slight extent favours 
Assam and the colonies. From Shahabad a few people emigrate to the 
two grants in Burma held by Mr. Milne of Behea and Babu Harihar Dhari 
Singh of Dumraon. There was no general emigration from Darbhanga, as 
might have been expected owing to the prevailing ecarcity. The famine 
relief organisation probably accounts for this. There was, however, the usual 
exodus of labourers during the harvesting season. In Monghyr no emigrants 
were registered undec Chapters II and IV of the Inland Emigration Act as 
against 36 in the preceding year. This is ‘because labour agents have begun 
to work under Chapter V, and have sent away 471 free emigrants as against 46 
in the preceding year. Of these 51 were recruited by female recruiters. In 
the Sonthal Parganas 1,200 labourers emigrated under the Act as against 
1,184 in the preceding year. During the jscarcity in the earl rt of the 
year many Sonthals and Paharias moved from the north of the district. 
Beyond the usual movements of labour)?to Purnea and Northern Bengal, 
there was no emigration or immigration gn the case of the other districte 
of the Bhagalpur Division, A few seeds cime from the districts of 
Gaya, Palamau, Ranchi, and Purulia, and settled in the Sadar subdivision 
of the Hazaribagh district. As reported in the aang year, there is no 
immigration into other districts of the Chota Nagpur Division, exeept of 
labourers who eame to work in the mines or on the Railway. The 
number of such persons has not been ascertained. During the year 
2,953 persons including dependants were registered in the districts of Ranchi, 
Hazaribagh, Singhbhum, and Palamau, as emigrants to the tea gardens in 
Assam. Last year the number registered in these four districts was 4,590. 
The falling of is probably due to the great demand for labour both 
in the Division itself and in the mines and mills near Calcutta. In Hazaribagh 
in addition to those registered, some emigrants were also despatched to the 
Duars, but their number is not known. In Manbhum 1,545 persons including 
dependants emigrated to Assam during the year as against 1,755 in the previous 
year, and 10 coolies including dependants were recorded as having emigrated 
to the colonies. * "Che decrease in the number of coolies who emigrated to 
Assam is due to the fact that the labouring classes found sufficient employment 
in the local mines, lac factories, and Railway lines in the district and did not 
think it worth while to proceed to Assam where they are said to be in no 
way better remunerated than at home. Bet 
199. In the Burdwan Division the people of the district of Bankura, 
Birbhum and portions of Midnapore and Burdwan 
Eoonomic developments. are hardier, but less progressive than those of the 
Pistia Davai: alluvial tracts, The alluvial tracts, viz., the districts 
of Hooghly, Howrah and portions of Burdwan and 
Midnapore are damp, and have for long been malarious, possess a more fertile 
soil and greater facilities for communication than those who reside in_ the non- 
alluvial portions of the Division. ‘here are many mills and factories in the 
alluvial tract and high wages ave earned. Thus nearly all classes are well fed 
and their standard of comfort is rising daily. To a considerable extent this 
results from the cheapening of imported commodities. It is apparent in the 
increased use of such articles as kerosine oil, umbrellas, shoes, cigarettes and 
soaps, and in the increased consumption of liquor and tea. The advance in 
thé standard of comfort among the agricultural classes of the non-alluvial 
tracts has not been so marked. ‘The swadeski movement has given an impetus 
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ocal manufacture of cloth and thus has improved the condition of the 
won The agitation against imported. sugar rast salt and cigarettes has 
temporarily checked the use of these commodities, but no good local subs- 
titutes have been produced, although country-made cigarettes (diris) are said to 
have displaced imported cigarettes to some extent. The swadeshi movement 
has not yet developed any marked signs of financial and industrial combina- 
tion in the way of organising companies for the local manufacture and supply 
of the goods which the agitators dissuade the people from purchasing, Indus- 
trial and agricultaral exhibitions were held during the year in the districts of 
Birbhum, Bankura, Midnapore, and Hooghly mainly through the efforts of 
District Officers, ‘I'here is some ground for hoping that agriculture and in- 
digenous manafactures will be improved by these exhibitions. 

200. The cultivation of jute has extended considerably in all the districts 
of the Presidency Division owing to the high 
prices obtained for the fibre, The weaving in- 
dustry in the Basirhat subdivision of the 24-Parganas is reported to have 
received an impetus from the swadeshi movement, but it cannot yet be 
said to be in a flourishing condition. In Nadia the swadeshi movement has 
certainly benefited the weaving, industry at eanciner and Kumarkhali. There 
has, however, been no improvement in the cloths manufactured by jolahas 
(Muhammadan weavers), and ‘the weaving school which was started at 
Kustia in the previous year has ceased to exist. Shops and firme dealing 
exclusively in indigenous articles have come into existence in all important 
centres of trade in the district $f Jessore, The movement is, however, 
confined to the educated middle (classes and has not permeated to the 
ma:ses who, not possessing the impulso of sentiment, favour foreign articles 
as being cheaper and more conveni¥nt. Cloth and sugar are manufactured 
on a fairly large scale in this distgict. ,On-a-rough ,computation it appears 
there are over 5,000 hand-looms, Myr. Sen (the Collector) has found on inquiry 
that the number of local looms has ipcreased and is of opinion that the sale 
of country-made cloth has increased by about 20 to 25 bs cent. in the district. 
He also reports that most of the looms in use in the district are an adaptation 
of the fly-shuttle kind, but is not hopeful concerning the local sugar industry 
which cannot compete against its new rival from Java, and it would seem that 
foreign sugar jas to a considerable extent ousted the Indian product through- 
out the district. The manufacture of matches in the Narail subdivision and 
the curing of tobacco started by Mr. Macleod of Kotchandpur have been 
given up. In Khulna also hand-loom weaving has received an impetus from 
the swadeski movement, but the Collector does not think that it is likely to 
lead to any permanent results. There is reported to be a general tendency 
towards an improved standard of living. In the 24-Parganas, it is said that 
the mill hands in the Barrackpore subdivision have taken to tea drinking and 
that the habit of cigarette smoking has spread to the remotest parts of the 
district and erated waters are drank even by ordinary coolies and carters. 

201. Here in the towns the standard of living is rising ; various articles, 
which were hitherto regarded as luxuries, are now 
i f being demanded as necessities by the younger 
generation, Cigarette smoking is greatly on the increase and the habit of 
tea drinking is becoming more widely spread. ‘There is little or no immediate 
prospect of industrial or other combinations among the rural population, and 
the attempt to establish Co-operative Credit Societies has not as yet met 
with much success, It is hoped that the establishment of the agricultural farm 
at Bankipore will bring about some improvement in the system of agriculture. 
Patna is a commercial rather than a manufacturing centre and, excepting 
Patna city proper and Bihar, the district contains no manufacturing places of 
any importance. The glass-blowing industry, though not very extensive, 
is confined to the Patna city. The weavers of the town of Bihar produce 
a fine imitation of Dacca muslin, both embroidered and plain, ‘They also 
produce tussar cloth, but the consumption is small. Woollen fabrics are li ewise 
manufactured, These consist of rough country blankets and carpets of 
to ha texture, requiring more skilled workmanship, but this industry is reported 
to be declining. ‘The district has of late made a marked FeAl ta in 
carpentry, and the articles manufactured at Dinapore attract purchasers, 
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and command a good inter-district trade. In Gaya the mica mines did well 
cuane theyear and there was considerable competition for them, but the working 
is still carried on in an extremely primitive fashion, The lac industry at 
Raniganj, close to the Imamganj thana, is reported to be thriving. The manu- 
facture of carpets at Obra and Daudnagar is still maintained, ‘here is also a 
certain amount of ¢ussar cloth manufactured in Kadirganj in the Nawada 
subdivision and at Manpur, but the texture is rough. The industries are 
comparatively few and unimportant in the district of Shahabad. Mr. Milne has 
a sugar mill fuctory at Behea, and the demand for cane-pressing mills is 
rg tebe greater than the supply. Messrs. Octavius Steel & Co. have 
a lime and tile factory at Banjari. In this district lime is the only important 
industry which at present shows marked signs of development. Another possible 
industrial development is the refining of sugar, as there is a large area under 
sugarcane commanded by the canals. In Champaran, indigo and sugar 
are the important industries, and the latter is rising into prominence. 
Jute cultivation is also expanding. The industries carried on in the district of 
Muzaffarpur, though to a limited extent, are (1) weaving and carpet making, 
(2) wood work, (3) basket making, () grass mat making, and (5) iron works, 

202. The Collector of Monghyr (Mr. H. 
' McPherson) writes :—

has decided to erect factories in Monghyr and al the necessary land has been acquired 
and the agents of the Company have bain to se rg eo leaf from far and ey It is 
understood that in process of time when factories have been erected and work is in full swing 
there will be over a thousand workmen employed in te business of tobacco curing under the 
supervision of several trained European experts. the advantages which the town and the 
district are likely to derive from the factories cannot Yet be fully estimated, but will no doubt 
be immense. The new industry will increase the im#ortance of Monghyr as a manufacturing 
and trading centre, there will be a considerable dddition to the demand for labour and the 
cultivators of the plant will get better prices for their, erops and be stimulated to improve its 
quality, for it is only the better forms of the leaf that are bought up by the Oompany’s 
agents. Tobacco is at present grown over 12,000 acres of land, mainly in Beguserai, and 
the area may be expected to considerably increase in the near future. The Company will 
manufacture chiefly cigarettes and pipe-tobacco ; and as the idea is to prepare cheap cigarettes 
for the million, the growth of the habit of cigarette smoking which has already taken hold of 
large sections of the population is likely to be much fostered. Those who regard the habit 
of cigarette smoking as a vice may find cause for lament in this economic development, but 
that it will contribute much to the material prosperity of the Monghyr town and district 
cannot well be doubted.” , 

In the Bhagalpur district the more extensive use of umbrellas and the sub- 
stitution of European piece-goods for cloths spun in the villages are reported. 
The use of coarse cotton cloths locally manufactured is limited to the poor 
classes in the Banka subdivision and other portions where communications are 
still backward. Buropean dyes have replaced the indigenous vegetable ones. 
The use of imported sugar and ¢he smoking of cigarettes has particularly 
increased in the neighbourhood of towns and ig tan stations. In the Sonthal 
Parganas, the grain banks are doing peed work, but have not yet awakened the 
spirit of industrial combination. Mr. Thompson, the Subdivisional Officer 
of Dumka, is trying to organise a co-operative lac refinery in the Damin. Tea 
is drunk, chiefly by the well-to-do, and rather as a specific against fever and 
colds than as a regular beverage, but cigarette smoking is rapidly coming into 
favour, The swadeshi movement is reported to have checked the consumption 
of imported cigarettes, but the subsitnte offered, viz., a mixture of foreign and 
country tobacco and sometimes ganja and other injurious drugs, does not find 
favour with the people. The aboriginals here are not hukka smokers and thus 
the transition frou their sal-leaf cigars to the modern cigarettes is easy and 
natural, The Subdivisional Officer of Dumka is of opinion that there isa 
great opening here for a combined tobacco-curing cigarette factory. The 
swadeshi movement has given an impetus to the shoe-making industry in this 
subdivision and the local shoe-makers formed themselves into two confederacies 
in Dumka town, and are now turning out shoes of home-cured leather 
said to be quite as good as those to be had in Calcutta. Mr. Thompson 
thinks that there is every probability of this industry expanding, and that a 
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ery here on modern principles would be a good venture. The Colloctor 
aT Patios and the Deputy Ge atesioner of Darjeeling have no developments 
to report; but the former (Mr. Forrester) draws attention to the large export 
of raw tobacco from Purnea, and the field that would appear to be open there 
for a tobacco-curing industry, : 
203. The extension of jute cultivation has benefited only the cultivating 
cian as asses whose rents are protected in most cases for 
eee Retin 15 years after the settlement. There appears to be 
a growing tendency on the ie of the more enterprising zamindars to try the 
effect of the cultivation of jute and other more valuable crcps on their own 
lands, and even to speculate on the future advantages to be derived hereafter 
through the medium of their established tenants by the study of more 
scientific methods of cultivation, It is reported that this has attained sufficient 
rominence during the year to deserve notice, rather as a sign of what may be 
oped for in the future than as connoting any forward step already taken. 
There is no sign of any tendency to extend the use of imported articles of 
trade. Industrial and financial combinations are practically unknown in Orissa. 
Both are foreign to the nature of the people, and the leading Uriya zaminder 
families are too involved to take part in any such movements. The wealth. 
rice, salt and cloth merchants are non-Uriyas. The Collector of Cuttac 
(Mr Garrett) writes that the necepsity for protecting themselves from the effects 
of the wholesale export of rice th future will doubtless instil one of the first 
lessons of powers of combination into the village community, otherwise few 
of the lessons of economic deyelopments have vet been thought of in this 
district. There are no changes ix the ordinary habits and methods of life of 
the Uriyas generally which deser\e notice. 
204. The mica business has largely increased in the Hazaribagh district, 
se artly owing to the opening of the Grand Chord 
Chote Nagpur Division, ine, afd pairdy to the invention of micanite, which 
provides a market for lower grade$ of mica, No local possibilities are notice- 
able in the Ranchi district in the way of financial or industrial combination. 
A small beginning is reported to have been made in a few Government estate 
villages by the establishment of grain golas and Co-operative Credit Societies, 
The cultivators of this district do not show any ae for drinking tea and 
seldom smoke cigarettes or use imported sugar. ‘The only new habit growing 
among them is the use of machine-made European cloths, brass and enamelled 
utensils and small fancy articles. In Palamau tea drinking and smoking chea; 
cigarettes have made but little headway. Theuse of foreign articles has receiv 
a very slight check owing to the swadeski movement. The Deputy Commis- 
sioner reports that the cloth umbrella is gradually supplementing the primitive 
bamboo-made article, and that the cost of living generally is on the increase’ 
owing to the fact that articles which used to be considered as small luxuries 
are now coming to be regarded as necessaries. The Deputy Commissioner of 
Manbhum states that in the different centres of trade and industry and their 
immediate vicinity there is a tendency amongst all classes of people generally 
and the artisans and labouring class of the people specially, to a higher standard 
of living, This tendency is gradually permeating amongst the remote rural 
population, There has also 4 a general tendency in centres of industrial 
and commercial activity to the growth of the habit of smoking i 
cigarettes, which have, however, to a very large extent, been supplanted 
by local cigarettes known as diris, and tea drinking is on the increase in 
Purulia. Signs of financial or industrial combination are not noticeable 
anywhere. imported sugar is mostly used in centres of commercial and 
industrial activity, and in the urban areas in this district by the well-to-do eless 
of people and by confectioners. Since the.swadeshi movement, the extent of 
the use of this article has, however, been somewhat checked ; but Mr. Coupland 
believes that that check is gradually disappearin except among the strictly 
orthodox Hindus, who<haye always been in the habit of abstaining from 
the use of imported sugar.

RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT REGARDING THE RECENT DISTUR- 
BANCES IN OALOUTTA, 





POLITICAL DEPARTMENT. 
Dated Darjecling, the 18th October 1907. 


RESOLUTION—No. 2742}P.D. 


Reap— 
The Report, dated the 10th October 1907, submitted by the Hon’blo Mr. Collin, 


Commissioner of the Presidency Division, with notes and depositions on the 
Caloutta disturbances on the 2nd and 3rd October 1907. 


Tne regrettable disturbances which occurred in Caleutta on the nights 
of the 2nd and 8rd instant led to a wholesale condemnation of the Caloutta 
Police in the Vernacular and Anglo-Vernacular Press. It was alle that 
the meeting in Beadon Square on the evening of Tuesday, the 2nd instant, 
was dispersed without any adequate reason, that the Police afterwards got 
entirely out of hand, assaulting innocent passers-by, attacking tram cars, and 
looting shops, or at least covenaeing or permitting gundas to loot them. 
Similar accusations were made regarding the conduct of the Police on the 
following evening also. These charges were 80 serious that the Lieutenant- 
Governor directed Mr. Collin, the /Commissioner of the Presidency Division, 
to proceed at once to Calcutta fand enquire into them, Mr, Collin met the 
Hon’ble Babu Radha Charan Pul and other leading Indian gentlemen, who 
had been collecting information regarding the alleged excesses by the Police, 
and questioned them and the persons whom they produced in support of the 
allegations. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has now received Mr, Collin’s report, which 
is appended to this Resolution, together with his notes of the statements of the 
persons questioned by him. The report is very far from being as complete and 
careful as was to be desired. The orders to Mr. Collin were to enquire fully 
and with care fnto the situation in Caleutta, as to the justification for dispersing 
the Beadon Square meeting, as to the supervision over the Police, and into any 
specific allegations regarding their action. Mr. Colin has not fulfilled satis- 
factorily the wishes of the Lieutenant-Governor in his inquiry. It has been 
harried and consequently incomplete and perfunctory in parts. Mr. Collin 
was proceeding on leave ; and the inquiry proved to be a heavigr piece of work 
than was anticipated. It would have been well had Mr, Collin postponed his 
leave for a week when he ascertained the state of the case; for he might then 
have sifted and tested the statements made to him, This work will now have 
to be committed to another officer. 

8. There are, however, some points which are made clear in these papers 
There has clearly been gross exaggeration in the attacks on the Police; and 
there is no doubt that the charges which have been made against the Police as 
a body are not justified by the facts. In the first place, Sir Andrew Fraser 
sees no reason to doubt that the Police were fully justified in breaking up the 
meeting in Beadon Square on the evening of the 2nd instant. Their statement 
that brickbats were thrown at them has not been rebutted. Several of the 
speakers had (and not then for the first time) held them up to opprobrium, 
and it is not surprising that some of the hearers should leks taken this 
method of showing their sympathy with what was said. The events which 
followed the dispersing of this meeting, as far as they had been ascertained 
are narrated in the Bengal Govyernment’s letter No. 2613P.—D., dated 8th 
instant, copy of which is appended.

the Police require discipline and control. For all this lawlessness the 
responsibility rests rather with those who organized the attacks on the Police 
than with the officers of the Police force. No accusations have been preferred 
__ against the superior offcers of the force; and the Lieutenant-Governor cannot 
' hold them onsible for acts committed behind their backs when their entire 
attention was devoted to the suppression of a riot in which they were them- . 
selves the principal objects of attack. The papers submitted by Mr, Collin 
afford ground for believing that on the whole the Police were kept well in 
hand and behaved well, considering the provocation that was offered to them. 
Their conduct at the time of the dastardly attack on Sergeant Walters was 
most creditable, as indicating their discipline and self-restraint. 
i 5. Onthe other hand, it is most désirable to ascertain how far the 
ie -against individual members of the‘Police force can be substantiated. 
_ The Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that there has been gross, and in many Pa 
cases deliberate, exaggeration in the charges against the Police. It is apparently = 
established by the statements of the drivers and conductors that the Police were 
not concerned in the attacks on the tram cars. On the 2nd instant, these attacks = 
were made by Bengalis, presumably because the Police were being conveyed 
in the cars, and, on the 3rd instant, by gundas also. There is no evidence worth 
the name that the police were in any way i ri for the injuries caused 
to the cars and their occupants. As regards the assaults which are said 
to have been committed by the Police on innocent persons, it must be remem- 
 bered that the rioters were composed largely of respectable Bengalis, and it is 
natural that, in some cases, ordivary passers-by were mistaken for rioters. 
| There may have been cases in which assaults were wantonly committed. It 
__ will probably be difficult to ascertain the number of such cases; bnt it was 
probably small., Many of the assaults for which the Police are blamed were 
_— undoubtedly committed by gundas. The charges of connivance by the Police | 
in cases of shop-looting are also greatly exaggerated, In most cases, gundas 
nly were concerned. The number of cases in which distinct charges have been 
e against the Police is very small.

pieces of bricks. A certain number of constables who had entered the Square 
after hearing a whistle also shouted out that bricks had been thrown at them. It was after 
this that the Inspector ordered the assembly to be dispersed. It was owing to the darknoss 
and genoral confusion that no men weve arrested. Ram Gopal Ohakravartty explained that 
the party started back in the thana in a tram-car. They had to alight because they were 
being pelted with bricks. ‘They drove the men off and walked back to the Superintendent’s 
house and passed by Mullick Brother's shop. When they were in the tram-car, he was a 
big man in a ‘guernsey ” or jersey such as was described by the Manager of Mullick 
Brothers. His name was “ Nabi Bux,” and he said that he belonged to the body-guard and 
that he was in Government service. He appeared to be following the Police to enjoy 
fighting. The Sub-Inspector did not see him follow them down the street. But it is quite 
possible that he did so, and he might have incited the rear lot of constables to break the 
windows of the shop of Mullick Brothers and othars, ‘I'he Sub-Jnspector saw him later 
when he was brought seriouly wounded into the thena and sent to the hospital. 

16. I examined further a number of persons as to looting of shops, ete. Dr. D. N. 
Chatterji of 288, Upper Ohitpur Road, stated that when he was returning on ‘Thursday 
evening at about 7 o'clock to his house in a garrie, some constables aimed blows at him 
with their datits. There was a —_ confusion going on in the street. The lamps were 
‘burning with ordinary gas, The constables interferred on his behalf, as he was known 
to the Police and his garrie was allowed to pason. He then went to his house, and from 
his verandah he watched the movements in Ohitpur Road. He says that he saw people 
being dragged out of the car, beaten and denuded of their clothes. He adds that the 
Police behaved barbarously and encouraged the geondas to loot and assault people, they 
themselves remaining passive. When he was questioned more closely as to this, he said 
that he was standing on his verandah for three hours. It was pointed out that there were 
very few shops looted in the neighbourhood, and he admitted afterwards that he did not 
see any shop looted, but that he saw people running with loot. He then said that every 
tram-car which pagsed between 7 and 10 was stopped and the passengers molested, i.e., 
all the Bengali passengers - He admits that there were very few passengers. He does 
not charge the Police with actually helping, the dddmashes, but says that they remained 
passive and did not try to stop it. It appears, however, that the constables were standing 
at the oe of the street at some little distancé and that the mischief done to the cars 
took place when there were no Police actually in the street. 

7, Akhil Chandra Chatterjee, Civil Engineer, 97, Cornwallis Street, was going 
along Shampukur Street at 9 p.m. on Thursday, when six up-country men boarded the 
car and two others who ‘‘ seemed to be constables.’’ He believed that they were constables 
because “ they are well-fed men and not so black as the others who were goondas.” They 
had no uniform and he could not identify them. He was attacked and robbed of Rs, 2-8. 

18. 1 took the statements of 17 shop-keepers who alleged that their shops were attacked 
by the badmashes with the assistance or connivance of the Police. Of these the following 
are the most interesting :— 

(1) Behari Lal Das, who wasin his shop at Sham Bazar on Thursday, said that two 
men ran into his shop. The Police ran after them, and began to heat them. The witness 
hid himself, and when he came out he found his purse taken away. 

(2) One Mohodab Pal of 1*8-2, Upper Ciroular Road, made a circumstantial complaint 
that his shop was looted of rice and da/, valued at Rs. 200, and Rs. 432 in cash, by 12 polica 
in uniform on Thursday night about 8 p.m. He cannot identify the men, but be complained 
to the Police and has been promised an enquiry, The case was not connected with the 
disturbance. » 

(8) A number of complaints made ty shop-keepers from Bag Bazar and Sham Bazar 
of attacks made upon their shops by goondas in tho presence and with the help of police in 
uniform. ‘The names of these are Satis Chandra Sur of Sham Bazar, Bhogwan Chandra 
Das, 128, Cornwallis Strest, Mati Lal Das, 212 Bridge Road, in Sham Bazar and Bhola 
Nath Ghosh, 106, Balaram Dey’s Street. ‘This man —e that as he was going 
along Ohitpur Road on Thurday night he was attacked and robbed by three policemen. 
He says that, there was no disturbance at all in the street at the time. Shofker Banerjee of 
8, Bag Bazar Street, found his shop being looted by 50 or 55 men and 6 policemen in 
uniform whom he could identify. They were standing outside, There were five other 
similar case in Sham Bazar and in Bag Bazar. 

19, Of the cases which took place near Upper Chitpur Road the followimg may be 
mentioned :—Kali Dass Bose keeps a cloth shop near Chitpur Road. . He had left his shop 
at 7 P.m., but at 9 o'clock he returned, hearing that it was being looted. He went with his 
8 sons and some 20 people, and found that his shop was being looted by dhangers and 
eoolies, and that 6 or 6 policemen were standing outside. He and his men drove the 
looters away, and he protested to the police against their conduct. He lost cloth of the 
value of Rs. 2,000 and Rs. 300 in cash, His shop was about 100 yards from the corner 
of Grey Street, but. he saw no Buropean officer there. Another oloth-seller, Bistu Hari 
‘Bose, 755, Ohitpar Road, had his shop looted, but did he not see how it was done. He lost, 

Rs. 500 worth of goods. Two umbrella-makers, ono of 277-8, Upper Chitpur Road 


‘Nogendra Nath Das, and the other, Kali Charan Ghose of Sova Bazar, complained that

I am directed to submit, for the information of the Government of India, 

the following preliminary report on the disturbances which took place in 
“Calcutta on the nights of the 2nd, 3rd and 4th instant. : 

2. A public meeting was held in Beadon Square at 6 p.m. on the evening 
of the 2nd instant, under the presidentship of Babu Bipin Bihari Das Gupta. 
The object of the meeting was to garland, on their release from jail, five bo 
who had been sentenced to short terms of imprisonment for assaulting the 
police ov the conviction of Babu Bipin Chandra Pal for refusing to give 
evidence in the case against the Editor of Bande Mataram. About 2,000 
persons attended. In aceordance with standing rata the meeting was 
attended by a number of policemen in charge of Inspector uhammad F'azel. 

8. ‘The speeches delivered were of the usual character. Several remarks 
were made against the police, One of the speakers, Babu Barindra Lal, for 
example, said “ No amount of Police force or the army can stop the innate 
energy of ours,” and again ‘‘ Those who have instituted the case against A. C. 
Banarji are present here at this meeting.” When this latter remark was made 
there were cries from the audience of “ Beat those pigs with shoes.” There 
was, however, no actual disturbance until after dark, when some of the people 
in the crowd began throwing stones at the police and inciting the crowd to 
beat them and put out the lights by which they were writing their notes. On 
this Inspector Muhammad Fazel called upon the President to stop the meeting. 
The meeting began to break wp, but more stones were thrown at the police, 
who then charged and dispersedf the crowd. The police remained in the 
vicinity of Beadon Square for Aome time, but as nothing further happened, 
they got into a passing tram-car fo return to their divisional head-quarters at 
Jorasanko. On arriving at Natun Bazar, stones and bricks were thrown at the 
car in which they were travelling, whereupon they alighted, and charged and 
dispersed the crowd which had collected. All being then quiet, the Inspector 
took his men to Jorasanko and they were there ordered to return to their res- 

ctive thanas. Information was subsequently sent to Mr. Aldridge, Superinten- 

ent of the Division, that a crowd had reassembled in the Chitpur Road, had 
smashed the street lamps, and stopped the tram-cars, Information was sent 
by telephone to the Lall Bazar head quarters and to the thanas in the Northern 
Division of the town. Mr. Tegart, Deputy Commissioner of Police, at once 
proceeded up the Chitpur Road and found that, from Beadon Square onwards, 
most of the street lamps had been extinguished. He himself was pelted with 
stones from many of the prostitutes’ houses. He proceeded to Kumartalli 
thana where he telephoned to Lal Bazar forreserve police. He then. returned 
down the Chitpur Road with a poss: of 50 police from Kumantalli, The mob 
dispersed at every point as the police arrived-and fled into the lanes and gullies. 
A number of stones were thrown at the Police from the roofs of houses, but the 
offenders escaped by back exits and no arrests were made. The Oommissioner 
of —— — on the scene ria oy 1 aM. and found all quiet. The streets 
in the disturbed area were patrolled during the rest of the night, 
further disturbance tuok pine . ; rae 

“4. On the evening of the 3rd instant, shortly before 7 o’clock, brickbats, 
were again thrown at the police and others on the Chitpur Road, Superin- 
tendent Aldridge at once proceeded to the spot with six European Sergeants 
and a small force of native police. A little beyond Natun Bazar, they found 
that stones were being thrown from the roof of a three-storeyed house. . Near 
this place some rowdies armed with brickbats stopped a tram-car and threatened 
the ip Some of these rowdies were arrested. The street. lamps 
destroyed the previous evening had not been repaired and the streets were 
still in darkness. A crowd collected in Beadon Street which was dispersed by 
Superintendents Aldridge end Haultain, who arrived at this juncture. with 
another body of police, About this time, the Commissioner and Deputy 
Commissioner of Police arrived on the scene, Stone-throwing from the tops 
of houses became general and several persons were injured, ‘The. rioters con- 
sisting chiefly of young Bengalis kept on collecting in the streets and lanes,

but they dispersed rapidly on the approach of the police, Several persons 
throwing brickbats from th roof of tudeioreyed tiled hut were ieiled. 

5. When the disturbances commenced on the 2nd instant, the rioters 
consisted mainly of students and other young Bengalis of the class who usually 
attend the meetings in Beadon and College Squares. When once the peace 
was broken however, large numbers of low-class labourers and others belongin 
to the aril element which is always present in Calcutta, wero nttoacted 
to the scene and began rioting on their own account, just as they did on the 
occasion of the Tallah riots in 1897, These men appear to have maltreated 
passers-by indiscriminately, and a number of shops were looted by them, 
About a dozen men of this class were arrested by the police, but their attention 
was distracted by the stone throwing and general confusion, and it is clear that 
a good deal of looting went on unchecked. By 10 o'clock, things had quieted 
down and the majority of the police were sent back to their quarters, In all 
about forty arrests had been made. The disturbed streets, however, were 
patrolled throughout the rest of the night. 


6. On the 4th instant, the streets were again patrolled. By this time, 
the rioters had had enough of it, but there were several isolated cases of stones 
being thrown at the police pgp from the tops of houses. In one of these 
cases, the men who t the stones were in an upper room to which access 
could only be gained by means of a ladder, several rungs of which were missing. 
Sergeant Walters, who had with hima small body of police, went up this 
ladder, but, just. as he was reaching the top, one of the men struck at his hand 
with a kukr? and nearly severed it. The men, five in number, were arrested. 
Sergeant Walters was taken to hospital where his hand was amputated. 


7. Inthe evening Leakat Husain, who had just returned from Barisal, 
collected a small crowd of 125 boys, mostly; armed with sticks, and paraded 
some of the streets. An application was made next morning under section 144 
of the Criminal Procedure Code to the Chief Presidency Magistrate, who 
issued an order directing Leakat Husain to abstain from addressing meetings, or 
leading parties through the public streets in Calcutta. 


8. The above account is based mainly on information received from the 
Commissioner of Police, The native papers contain different versions, partly 
at least due to panic, partly to ili-will against the police, [t is alleged in 
these papers that there was no stone throwing on the part of the crowd in 
Beadon Square on the 2nd instant, that the police ordered the people assembled 
there to dis without any justification, and that they used unnecessary 
violence in driving the crowd out of tha, Square. It is also alleged that the 
police subsequently assaulted all passers y indiscriminately, that they got 
entirely out of hand, and that much of the looting which took place was done 
either by the police or with their conuivance, It is alleged that, on the next 
night also, much unnecessary zu/um was practised by the police. 

9. The Liektenant-Governor is unable at present to say what foundation 
if any, there is for these attacks on’the conduct of the police. Further infor- 
mation has been called for from the Commissioner of Police; and the Commis- 
sioner of the Presidency Division has been deputed to hold an enquiry regard- 
ing the allegations which have been made. A copy of the instructions which 
have been given to the latter officer is appended. A further report will be 
submitted when all the facts have been fully investigated. Inthe meantime, 
I am to point out that, whether the police were altogether free from blame or 
not, there can be no doubt of the main outstanding fact that there was an 
organized attempt to resist them. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor does not consider 
the present situation as serious; but it might easily become very serious. If 
the example of the more respeetable people who are incited to violence by the 
preaching of the agitators, is imitated by the naturally turbulent classes, there 
will be very grave trouble. What has happened isa warning of much more 
serious possibilities ; and this is the direct outcome of the persistent campaign 
which has been carried on during the last few months in the press and on the 
platform with the object of bringing all constituted authority into contempt 
and of encouraging resistance to the police, In the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
soap it is imperative that Government should at once take power to put a 
stop to violent ing and writing. : :

3. Scientific Experiments—The important experiments with jute on the 
lines indicated by the Inspector-General of Agriculture were continued during 
the year with satisfactory results, An account of them has been embodied 
in a vernacular leaflet, large numbers of which have been distributed throughout 
the jute-growing areas of the Province. A note showing the work done in 
connection with the selection of seeds and a précis of the reports on experi- 
mental cultivation of jute in Bihar are appended to the Report, 

Owing to the repeated failure of the experiments with exotic varieties 
of cotton, experiments were made, during the year, with indigenous varieties 
and satisfactory results were obtained. 

Interesting experiments were made with aman paddy and the thri variety of 
sugarcane, and results were obtained which are of great importance to the 
cultivators, 

4. Irrigation—In accordance with the recommendations of the Indian 
Irrigation Commission, sanction was accorded, during the year, to the enter- 
tainment of an expert well-boring staff which would be prepared, free of charge, 
to make trial borings and improve the water-supply of existing wells by boring 
through strata impervious to the tools of the ordinary cultivator. A competent 
officer for this work has, however, not yet been found. The question of the 
employment of a special staff which would gradually draw up reports and ma 
showing, for each tract, the need of, and facilities for, additional small works 
of irrigation, such as wells, tanks, irrigation channels and embankments, and 
which would be prepared, free of charge, to give advice, to supply designs 
for embankments, sluices and escapes, and generally to aid the small proprietor 
or tenant to make the best use of his opportunities for improving the irrigation 
of his land, is at present under the consideration of Government. 

5. Agricultural Stations,—A short account of the existing agricultural 

stations has been given in Appendix IV of the report. The laying 
out anil stocking of the new agricultural station at Bankipore was con- 
tinued. At Sabour possession was taken of the lands required for the 
Agricultural College and station; and much progress was made in clearing 
the lands. The site for an agricultural station for the upland tracts of the 
Chota Nagpur Division has not yet been decided on. A site near Chinsura 
has been selected for an agricultural station for the delta districts, and steps 
have been taken for the acquisition of the land. 
' 6, Sericuliure.—The report of the Committee appointed to enquire into 
the state of the silk industry, the causes of its decline, and the remedial 
measures to be adopted, was submitted during the year; aud a schome prepared 
by the Director of Agriculture to give effect to the recommendations of the 
Committee is now under consideration. A contribution of Rs. 10,000 was 
made to the funds of the Bengal Silk Committee, the work of which continued 
to be carried on with care and ability. he Tasar Farm at Chaibassa is 
now fully equipped and the greater part of the area has been planted with 
asan trees. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that sericulture continues to 
receive attention in the Moharbhanj, Keonjhar and Dhenkanal States. 

7. Agricultural Education.—Ten students passed at the final examination 
from Sibpur. In view of the establishment of a Provincial Agricultural 
College near Bhagalpur, the agricultural classes at Sibpur wil! be closed after 
November 1908, and there will be no admissions to these classes during the 
current year. 

Two more passed students from Sibpur were deputed, for farther training, 
to the Cornell lac in America. Sir Andrew Fraser is «led to observe 
that good reports have been received of the progress made by the students 
deputed in 1905 and 1906, and that one of them has obtained a high distine- 
ion. The Director of Agriculture will be asked to convey to Mr. Bailey, the 
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Director of the Agricultural College, Ithaca, the thanks of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, for the personal interest he has taken in the welfare and progress of 
the Indian students. 

A syllabus of Agricultural teaching for use in the Agricultural classes 
held at selected zilla and high schools was prepared during the year, Much 
difficulty is being experienced for want of competent teachers. The Director 
of Agriculture is endeavouring to remedy this in communication with the 
Education Department. 

The question of practical training of the sons of cultivators is a very 
important one; and the Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that accom- 
modation is being provided, at the new large agricultural stations, for students of 
the cultivating classes. His Honour hopes that local bodies, private zamindars, 
and estates under the management of the Court of Wards will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity thus afforded of disseminating the results of 
experiments and of introducing improved methods of cultivation among the 
cultivators, 

8. Publication of Agricultural informalion—The Lieutenant-Governor 
notices with satisfaction that considerable progress has been made in the pre- 
— and distribution of Agricultural literature, and that arrangements have 

een made for the issue of a journal by the Department quarterly, 

9. Agricultural associations, fairs and exhibitions. —The Divisional and 
District Agricultural Associations did good work. Definite instructions have 
now been issued indicating the lines on which they should proceed. 

The suggestion of the Director of Agriculture that more suitable prizes 
should be given at fairs and exhibitions is a good one. 

10. * Jndigo.—The Government grant of Rs. 50,000 for research work in 
indigo was continued. The valuable work done by the staff employed on it 
has met with the commendation of the Bihar Indigo Plunters’ Association. 
It is satisfactory to note that the success of the experiments made in the 
manufacture of indigo and the cultivation of Java Natal seed, led to a 
general increase in the area sown with indigo in Bihar, 

11. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. C, E. A. W. 
Oldham for the good work done by him and for his excellent report. His 
Honour is glad to notice that Mr. F. Smith, Deputy Director, nas continued 
to work with the greatest zeal; and he desires also to acknowledge the services 
of Mr. N. N. Banerji. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to 
Dr. J. W. Leather, Imperial Agricultural Chemist, for the help rendered 
to the Department in making analyses of soils and manures and to Mr. TR. 
Filgate, General Secretary to the Bihar Indigo Planters’ Association, for 
the able manner in which ne has guided the work of the Indigo Research 
Committee at Sirsiah. His Honour also desires to place on record his 
appreciation of the valuuble work done by Mr. Bergtheil and his assistants 
in connection with research workin indigo. It was with deep regret that 
the Lieutenant-Governor received the report of the death of Mr, N. G. 
Mukharji, who was for many years very closely connected with the Agri- 
cultural Department. He possessed great knowledge of sericalture as well 
as of agriculture; and it will be very difficult to fill his place.

* Mander review ; but since the close of the year so called “ free” recruiting under . 
* «section 92 of Act VI of 1901 has been prohibited throughout the Province ; and 
* recruiting by contractors under chapter ITI of the Act has been closed as regards 
- the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions. These changes are the direct outcome of 
the report of the Assam Labour Committee of 1906. During the year Purulia 
was abolished as a halting place for emigrants from the Ranchi district, ‘The a 
‘stamp duty on labour contracts was also reduced from 8 annas to 1 anna, 


. 
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2. The number of emigrants of all classes recruited from Bengal, Madras, - 
and the Central Provinces, who embarked at Goalando for the labour districts 
during the year under review was 24,503 against 33,949 in the previous year. 
The falling off is attriluted to the greater prosperity of the year as well as 
to the constantly increasing demand for labour in other directions than the 
tea gardens.’ The total. number of emigrants registered in Bengal under 
Chapters III and IV of the Act was 2:47 and 3,817 respectively, compared 
with 3,743 and 6,339 in 1905-1906, while 1,324 emigrants against 1,193 were 
recruited by speciaily employed/sardars. The number of emigrants reported 
to have been reeiairer under the “free ” system roe to 13,297 com with 
13,099 in the previous year. ‘hus while recruitment’ by en sardars » 
fell off by) 39 per cent. and that by licensed contractors by 387 per 
cent., there was an actual increase in the number of emigrants recruited by 
unlicensed free agencies. It is notorious that the greater number of these 
emigrants, though nominally recruited. in the districts of Burdwan | and 
Midnapur, in fact come from districts iu which free recruiting is prohibited ; 
and the fact that the free system is- fertile of abuses is generally recognized. 
he success which this system was attaining at the expense of the agencies 
licensed and regulated under the Act shows that its abolition was justified and 
has been ordered none too.soon, 


3. The system of recruitment by specially employed sardars was not 
largely resorted to; and no opinion can be expressed as to its working. 


4, Grave abuses are reported to have arisen in the Ranchi and Sambalpur 
districts owing to the fact that’ Act VI of 1901 does ‘not apply to the Native 
states. Emigrants from those states can therefore be despatched to the labour 
districts without registration, and thre is every reason to believe that many 
emigrants from British India are illegally despatched to Assam as having been 
recruited in the Native States. This question is receiving the attention of 
Government, 

5. There-wasnoimprovement in the financial position of the Inland 
Labour Transport Fund during the year under review, the receipts: being 
tts, 8,277 and the expenditure Rs. 20,902, There was a considerable falling 
off in receipts owing to the diminution in the number of emigrants registered. 

6. ‘The number of criminal cases in connection with emigration duri 
the year was 149 as compared with 181 in 1906, the number of persons convict- 
ed being 60 as against 131. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that these figures’ 
point to a real decrease in illegalities connected with recruitment. There ‘is 
reason to fear, however, that abuses are still common. ._The Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Ranchi, in particular, reports that illegal recruitment by unlicensed 
persons shows no sign of declining. He suggests, however that the statistics 
are affected by tlie fact that the special measures taken to detect offenders have 
caused most of the cases of malpractice to be brought to light, and that few, 
if any, of such cases now go undetected. His Honour earnestly hopes that the 
introduction of the reforms consequent on the recommendations of the Labour 
committee will result. in a merked improvement, and. that illegal and irregular 
practices will rapidly become less frequent and in time practically disappear.

mine tiethier it is due to obstructed drainage. 4 
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(4) To prepare a list of icable drainage schemes in the Presidency 
ivision arranged in order of urgency, : 

The Committee were assisted by Captain G. E. Stewart, 1.m.8., and 
Lieutenant A, H. Proctor, 1.a.8., whose services as experts in Bacteriology 
were placed at the disposal of this Government for the purpose by the 
Government of India. During the course of the enquiry the P a! of 
Captain Clemesha on the Committee was taken by Lieutenant-Colonel F, H. 
Clarkson, 1.m.5. 

2. The Committee’s Report deals in a thorough and practical manner 
with the questions referred to them for consideration. They commence by 
defining the malarious areus in the Presidency Division : in doing so, they point 
out that a large number of the deaths at present reported as due to malarial 
fever are not due to that cause, and they record their opinion that so far as 
can be ascertained one-third only of the deaths returned from fever are caused 
directly by malaria. They then proceed to record definite conclusions as to 
the prevalence of malaria in each district, giving a list of the thanas in the 
whole Division in which malaria is most. prevalent: their conclusions are for 
the most part based on the figures published with the annual Sanitary Report, 
but are to a certain extent corroborated by local opinion and by the recent 
enquiry made by the Medical officers specially deputed for this purpose. 

In the districts of Nadia and Murshidabad it is an open question whether 
alarge number of the deaths at present supposed to be duo to malaria are 
not actually due to Leishman-Donovan infection, and the Committee think that 
: further investigation on the point is required. 

‘a In connection with this portion of their enquiry, the Committee also consider 
that a case exists for further enquiry, in order that an examination of the rela- 
-«9) tive healthiness of a smaller area than the thana may be made. ‘They therefore 
suggest that as an experiment the vital statistics should be compiled according 
to the chaukidari union, the object being that the recorded unbealthiness of a 
particular area may be noticed at once, instead of being merged as at present in 
the thana figures. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of this suggestion, and: 
the Sanitary Commissioner, in consultation with the Commissioner of the © 
* Presidency Division, will be asked to arrange for the experimental compilation 
in seleeted thanas of vital statistics for individual chaukidari unions; the cost 
of the experiment will be met by a grant from Provincial Revenues, 

Causes of Malaria.—In detailing the causes of malaria, so far as they can be 
ascertained from the information at present. available, the Committee take 
practically the same ground as that taken by every Fever Commission in the 
past. There are two main causes:—

_ 4. Drainage.—After pointing out the two obvious limitations to drainage 
in the Division, #.¢., the universal cultivation of rice which requires an 
supply of surface water, and the low level of the country generally, the

5) and (c) in the dhils and rice-fields, 
(4) in the rivers. 

The insanitary condition of the village sites has been frequently noticed 
in, the past, and there is little new that cam be said on the subject: the Com- 
mittee go so far as to say that this is probably the primary cause of malaria, 
The main remedy suggested is the creation of local bodies having the nee 
powers to enforce local sanitation ; provision has already been made in the Bill 
to amend the Local Self-Government Act for the creation of such local sanita 
authorities. It is also suggested that Government should, as an object-lesson, 
take action in a selected area. ‘This is already being done, and experiments 
have for some time past been carried on in several places for the destruction of 
mosquitoes, but so far they have not been a success, ' 

The Committee are of opinion that any action taken for the drainage of 
the existing bhils must be good, and that chars are many schemes which are 
quite feasible: the action to be taken however can, they consider, only be 
ascertained by a detailed enquiry. 

In dealing with obstructions in hals and river channels, a distinction is 
made in the report between real obstructions in “live” rivers and stagnation, 
owing to wanf of water entering the channels. Much stress has always been laid 
by the public on this latter class of obstructed drainage ; properly speaking, it is 
not obstructed drainage, and it is due to natural causes which cannot be con- 

ed. The present report shows conclusively that it is impossible to revive 
these dead rivers; that any measures for their partial improvement are 
undesirable from an engineering point of view ; and that as the effect of any 
such measures on the public health would only be slight, the money could be 
spent much better in other ways. All recent enquiries show that the embanked 
roads and railways are not responsible for malaria, and that their removal will 
not prevent it. 

5. Drainage Schemes.—In Chapter I of the report a more or less detailed 
survey is made of the drainage schemes which have been proposed in the 
various districts of the Division. Many of the schemes proposed are im- 
practicable, and with regard to a large number the information placed before 
the Committee yas not sufficient te enable them to decide whether these. could 
be carried out, or would, if carried out, benefit the publichealth. They, 
however, recommend a concentratién of energy on the following schemes which 
they consider practicabie:— 

‘a) Murshidabad District—Berhampur and Gobra Nala Schemes. 
¢ Jessore sags TE ea AN 
24-Parganas—Bagj cheme, 
t ) Searine teed and Soonti Scheme. 
_. Thesg schemes have already come under the consideration of Government. 

e Bhairab and Bagjola Schemes will be carried out by the local authorities 

Bie under the provisions of the Bengal Sanitary Drainage Act; the 
other projects mentioned are not yet sufficiently advanced to permit of a final 
slogision as to their merits. The Commissioner of the Division has also 
requested to take steps to have those projects proceeded with which 
Simple as not to require the services of a special engineering staff. F 
“On a review of all the circumstances and conditions, the Committee 
recomimend further svstematic and organised enquiry both as to the local 
ical conditions and as to the existing obstructions to drainage. For the 
urpose of this work, they advocate the creation at the public expense of a 
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ial Engineering Division, which would be charged with the examinationo£, 
the drainage conditions of specified areas and with the preparation of projects, 
for the improvemont of the drainage where necessary, With this proposal His 
Honour is in complete accord; it is obvious that any serious attempt to grapple 
with the problem mut, if it is to be successful, be based on systematic and 
continuous investigation. It would be quite impossible for the Sanitary 
Engineer, with the limited staff at his disposal, to undertake such investigation, 
and a special agency is therefore essential. The Government of India will 
now be addressed on the subject, and it is hoped that the staff recommended 
by the Committee will be appointed as soon as possible; the proposed division 
will be immediately subordinate to the Irrigation Department of Government, 
but will work in close connection with the Sanitary Commissioner and the Sani- 
tary Board. With regard to the medical aspect of the question also, the Com- 
mittee are strongly of opinion that a case exists for further research, and they 
recommend that such enquiry should be systematic, and in no larger area thén 
can be adequately undertaken. Complete preyention, as is pointed out, can 
hardly be hoped for, but the possibility of remedy rests primarily upon the 
correct ascertainment of the conditions governing the problem; they therefore 
advocate systematic and continuous investigation during each fever season, in 
order to determine the exact prevalence of malaria within individual thanas, 
the extent to which deaths reported from “‘ fever” are in reality due to malaria 
and the conditions governing the distribution of the disease which may afford 
a basis for remedial action. Sir Andrew Fraser accepts these conclusions, and 
the Government of India will now be asked for the services of two officers of 
the Indian Medical Service for this work. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor has read the report with great interest, and 
he entirely agrees with the conclusions arrived at by the Committee: he does 
not propose to discuss in detail the minor recommendations which have been 
made in the report, but he is in entire accord with the Committee as to the 
necessity for these measures, and steps will now be taken to give immediate 
effect tothem, The report isan eminently practical one, and the measures 
therein advocated will, Sir Andrew Fraser trusts, go far towards removing, or 
to some extent decreasing, the great waste of life at present caused by malaria 
and other allied fevers. His thanks are due to the members of the Committee 
for their labours. .

asking for an estimate of probable expenditure on relief measures, whether in 
loans or direct expenditure, and the probable shortage in land revenue collec- 
tions this year, together with a detailed report on the situation. 

‘2. During the early part of the season, the rainfall was favourable and 
the bhadoi crop was, in most districts, a very good one. In Darbhanga and 
Muzaffarpur, in particular, bumper crops were harvested. Except in parts of 
Orissa, where damage was done by floods, as recorded in my letter 
No, 2318T.—R,, dated the 8th October 1907, the prospects of winter rice were 
also very favourable until the end of September. The rainfall in October, 


' however, failed altogether in many districts, while, in others, it was seriously 


in defect. The tis that there will be a very serious shortage in the 
outturn of winter rice, while, unless rain falls within the next fortnight, it will 
be impossible, in many parts, to grow radi crops, he situation is complicated 
by the high prices which have been prevailing for many months past. 

8, Burdwan Division.—The crops in the Howrah and Hooghly districts 
are fairly good; and no relief will be needed beyond a few takavi loans. 
In the Burdwan district, the rice crop is good in low lands and in places’ 
where irrigation is carried on. The average outturn for the district, however, 


“will probably not exceed eight annas; and it will be necessary to grant fakuve 


loans on a fairly large scale. The same remarks apply to Midnapore, with the 
exception of a tract in the Ghatal subdivision, where considerable damage 
has been done by floods. It is estimated that about a Jaki and-a-half will 
haye to be spent on relief operations in this area. There has been a failure 
of crops in the south-west of the Bankura district and in scattered parts of 
Birbhum. Relief operations on a small scale are expected to be necessary 


in these districts. ° 
4, Presidency Division.—In the 24-Parganas and Khulna districts, the 


‘state of the crops generally is “tisfactory. There has been a partial failure 


in places, but this can be met by means of agricultural advances and an 
expenditure of less than a quarter of a lakh in relief operations, In Jessore, 
there have been several Jean years in succession. It is not anticipated that 
relief-works will be needed, nor would the people of this district readily resort 
to them; but it will be necessary to give a considerable number of agricultural 
loans to nd ubout Rs. 30,000 on gratuitous relief. In the districts 
of) iit and- Marshidabed, the aws crop was poor.

6. Bhagalpur Dwision—'The state of this division gives very little 
cause for anxiety. Ip most parts there was a good yield of bhadoi crops, and 
the prospects of winter rice are fair. A small tract in ‘the Bhagalpur district 
suffered from floods, and in parts of the Sonthal Parganas there will be 
slight scarcity. 

7. Chota Nagpur Division.—The failaro of the October rains has adversely 
affected the outturn of winter rice throughout Chota Nagpur, The country, 
however, is undulating ; and, in many parts, although the crops on the higher 
lands have withered, there will be a fair outturn from the fields at the bottoms 
of the valleys. Some relief-works will be necessary in the parts which have 
suffered most; but, as u rule, it is hoped that the situation may be met by the 
free issue of /akavi loans. 

8. The Orissa Division has suffered not only from deficient rainfall in 
October, but also from the floods referred to in my letter No. 2318T.—R., 
dated the 8th October 1907, which «affected an area containing a population 
of more than 400,000 persons. Jn many ail of this area, fresh seedlings 
were planted out when the floods subsided, and there was every prospect of 
their doing well till the end of September, when the rain ceased and the 
seedlings withered away. in areas not affected by the floods, the crops have 
done exceedingly well in low lands and places where irrigation was possible ; 
but on the higher lands the outturn will be very poor. Large éatavi loans 
have already been granted in Cuttack and Balasore, and more will still be 
needed. Famine relief operations will also be necessary in the areas affected 
by floods. 

R 9. I am to enclose a statement showing the estimated expenditure in 
each district on account of loans and famine relief operations during each of the 
years 1907-08 and 1908-09, together with the suspensions of revenue, which are 
expected to be required, It should be understood, however, that these 
estimates are liable to revision later on, when the full effect of the rain-failure 
becomes apparent. The situation would, of course, be improved considerably, 
if rain were to fall at any time within the next fortnight.

‘are Bengal Meteorological Department was in charge of Professor J. A- 
Cunningham from 1st apt to 26th April 1906. I was then appointed Meteoro- 
logical Reportet to the Government of Bengal and took charge of the Depart- 
ment on the 27th April and have been in charge during the rest of the year. 

2. My designation was changed from Meteorological Reporter to the 
Government of Bengal to Meteorologist, Calcutta, in September 1906. 

8. During the past year three obseryatories were sturted, ‘viz., one at 
Calingapatam tin Madras), the second on the Pilot Vessel Fraser at the Sand- 
heads and the third at Fraserganj, The observatory at Calingapatam, which is 
in charge of the Port Conservator of the place, is situated close to the sea and its 
observations are expected to be of much value in connection with storms which 
pass over the Ganjam coast or form near the head of the Bay. The observatory 
was started on 23rd July 1906. ‘The Pilot Vessel Fraser at the Sandheads was 
connected by wireless telegraphy with Saugor Island and the Government of 
India on the application of theeDirector-General of Observatories sanctioned the 
establishment of an observatory on the vessel. The observatory was started on 
the 19th September 1906 and daily telegrams are now received from the 
Sandheads. The voluntary observatory at Mraserganj referred to in paragraph 
8 of my Administration Report for 1905-06 was started on the 21st May 1906. 
There was some delay in bringing the barograph into use. ‘lhe records of this 
instrument were, however, commenced on 13th March 1907. 

4. The total number of observatories under my control on the 31st March 


. 1907 was 69, of which 5 are second class, 43 third class, 19 fourth class and 
_ 2 voluntary.

2. Saran—The Hooda pnts district were caused by the overflow of the 
Gogra and the Gandak. rr ee is comprised 175 square 
miles with a Seteanone of 178,009. ress became acute in September 1906. 
Gratuitous relief was-distributed at eight centres, at first in cash, but after the 
middle of October 1906, in the form of cooked food. This was continued 
until the end of November, Test relief works were opened in the Siwan 
and Gopalganj Sub-Divisions, but they failed to attract labourers. The total 
expenditure on test works amounted to Rs. 1,171 and on gratuitous relief to 
Rs. 2,304.

3. Champaran.—The area affected wasyroughly 240 square miles, or 
about one-twelfth of the district. Prompt measures were taken to ascertain 
and relieve al) cases of distress, and 3,368 persons were gratuitously relieved 
at a cost.of Rs. 63,415. Cooked food was also maps’ at the dispensary at 
headqtarters and at five kitchens at a eost of Rs. 4,195. The Bettiah Raj 

_ distributed 672"maunds of rice. Two test works wereopened in January 1907, 

“but very few labourers \resorteti to them, and they were closed in the middle of 
March. ‘lhe expenditure on these works was only Ks, 9,158. Loans were 
advanced to the extent of Rs, 1.88,188. The radi crop was a good one ; and all 
relief was stopped in March 1907. . . 

4. Muzaffarpur.—The area affected was about 750 square miles or one- 
quarter of the district. ‘The floods subsided more slowly than in Champaran 
and the damage done was consequently greater... Prompt measures for relief 
were undertaken, and a sum of Rs, 3,60,000 was advanced in loans. Kitchens 
were opened at 29 centres at the time of the floods; “but when agricultural 
operations were resumed, the need for them gradually disappeared. he last 
of them was closed rr 07. The total expenditure incurred was 
Rs. 31,292. Gratuitous relief was distriluted Ay January 1907, the total: 
amount spent on this form of relief being Rs, 9,042. One poorhouse was opened 
and maintained by private subscriptions. Sixteen test_works were opened in 
September 1906 but they were never well attended ; and the last of them was 
closed in March 1907 i. radi harvest began.

_. Character of the season—The season throughout the 
Province was not favourable for the bhadvi crops. In the 
beginning everything promised well and an area very little 
short of the normal was sown. In South-Kast Bengal, Bibar 
and portions of Chota Nagpur the heavy rains in June 
dam the crops, Saran and South-Bihar suffered again 
in July through want of moisture. The crop in the Orissa, 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions and in the South Bihar districts 
suffered again from the abnormal rainfall in August, The 
absence of rain after the beginning of September intensified 
the injury done, 
Area sown.—'T'he total area sown with the different bhadot 
in the province amounted to 9,300,800 acres against 
$669,800 acres last year, and normal area of 9,584,000 


; Outturn.—Darbhanga alone reports a normal crop. In 
four other districts the estimate varies from 90 to 100 per 
cent. in two from 80 to 90 per cent., in nine from 70 to 80 
per cent. and in eight from 60 to 70 per cent. Six districts 
report a crop less than 60 Soe cent. of the normal while the 
districts of Bankura, Cuttack and Palamau report only 44, 
44 and 87 per cent., respectively. .The expectations of*the 
preliminary forecast have not been satisfied in 28 districts 
and in only 2 have been exceeded. 

The total outturn of the bhadvi crops in the province is 
72 per cent, of a normal crop against 90 per cent. estimated 
in the preliminary forecast. The failure is mainly due to 
the want of moisture in September and October. The Dis- 
trict Officers’ estimate the outturn of bhadvi paddy is 72 per 
cent. The outturn of cleaned autumn rice, therefore, amounts 
to 23,519,500 cwts, against 22,160,600 cwts estimated for

Character of the season.—The latter part of the season has 
been peculiarly unfavourable for the winter rice crop and 
conaquently the anticipdtions of the preliminary forecasts 
have not been achieved. The rainfall in May and the first 

t of June was below the normal, but in the latter half of 

une it was sufficient to bring on the seedlings. In July, 
Bengal, Chota Nagpur, Urissa and South Bihar suffered 
greatly from want of moisture. It was not till late in August 
that the rain fell, and in most districts transplantation was 
atly delayed. After having suffered from drought, Orissa, 
hota Nagpur and portions of South Bihar suffered severely 
from floods in August, Some areas in Midnapore, Howrah, 
the 24-Parganas suffered from the same cause. InSeptember 
some districts got rain bat in October practically none fell 
throughout the whole Province. There was, therefore, a 
total failure of crops on high lands. 

Area culltivated—The area cultivated with winter rice 
this year was 19,845,300 against 20,043,400 last year and a 
normal area of 20,824,900 ucres. 

Outturn —The highest outturn (83 per cent. of a normal 
crop) is reported from Darbhanga. In five districts the crop 
is between 70 and 80 per cent. of the normal. In four 
districts it is between 60 and 70 and in ten districts between 
50 and 60. Thirteon districts report a crop less than 50 per 
cent, of the normal: Cuttack and Balasore 49 Py cent., 
Burdwan and Birbhum 47 per cent., Bankura and Midnapore

In the Resolution of this Government dated the 10th October 1907, on the 
results of the inquiry made by the Hon’ble Mr. E. W. Collin, Commissioner of 
iy Presidency Division, into the disturbances which ae in Calcutta on the 

nd and 3rd Detober last, the Lieutenant-Governor stated that on the materials 
before him he had no reason to doubt that the action of the polide in breaking 
up the public meeting in Beadon Square was fully: j d. Nothing has 
since transpired to suguost a doubt as to the correctness of this opinion ; and 
His Honour is glad to find that the view which he took has not been seriously 
disputed in any quarter. 

2. Sir Andrew Fraser, however, was not satisfied that suffidient inquiry had 

een made into individual allegations of misconduct on the part of the police in 
th course of quelling the disturbances, He therefore deputed Mr, Donald 

estén, Magistrate of Midnapore, to make a further, full and publie inquiry 
into those cases in which definite statements had’ been made inculpating 
members of the police force. His instructions were “to investigate all 
such cases with a view to the vindication of the police or to the prose- 
cution or departmental punishment of all police officers inst whom 
sufficient evidence ”swas “ obtainable.” He was further informed that ‘“ every 
effort should be made to sift the matter thoroughly on both sides.” 

8. In accordance with these orders, Mr. Weston made every effort to 
obtain the evidence of all who had complaints to make against the police. 
At first there was great difficulty in obtaining evidence ; but Mr. Weston’s 
patience overcame that difficulty. The statements of a number of persons 
who attended, either of their own motion or in response to the special 
invitations issued by Mr. Weston, were recorded; and so far as possible 
they were tested by an examination of the loculity, by evidence of ot 
witnesses, and by reference to the police registers showing in detail the 
duties and beats assigned to individual police officers during the crucial 
period of tho riots, The results of the enquiry are embodied in the report 
which Mr. Weston has submitted and which is now published for general 
information. Confident of the impartial spirit in which Mr. Weston conducted 
his proceedings, the Lieutenant-Governor will leave hi report to speak for 

’ itself, and will not attempt to deal with the evidence ia any detuil. His 
Honour is not concerned to add to, or subtract from, the general conclusions at 
which Mr. Weston has arrived. Nor is it possible for His Honour, who 
has not had the advan of seeing and heuring the witnesses, to enter 
into the merits of individual cases, or to discuss the extent to which allowance 
should be made, in the general absence of evidence corroborative of particular 
allegations, in come cases for conscious or unconscious exa tion, and in 
others for mistakes due to the darkness and confusion of a disturbed area, 
or prompted the wild rumours which were at the time prevalent in 
Calcutta. His Honour has no desire to dispute the bona fides of witnesses —

Tho police are not 
more than human; and though\His Honour imuch regrets the fact, he is not 
surprixed to learn that some of the rank and file were ut times out of 
hand, and were guilty of conduct which was easily ascribed to the force as 
a whole. That some innocent persons shiuld suffer is the inevitable 
concomitant everywhere of street-rioting and civil disturbances. ‘There 
is nothing in Mr, Westun’s report which. would lead His Honour to 
suppose that the police generally did not do all they could, without using 
undue vivlence, to restore order, and to put an end to the lawlessness 
engendered by the gonfusion »f the moment. His Honour is fortified in 
this view by an examination of the evidence as a whole, including the 
evidence furnished by the officers of the Tramway Company, who were 
examined by Mr. Weston. In regurd to uny misconduct of which in:lividual 
police officers may have been guilty, it has to be borne in mind that tue 
lice were subject for RE SR periods to attacks of the kind which 
ave been mentionrd and expvsed in some instances to a considerable risk 
of serious injury. Mr. Weston’s conclusions in regard to the charges against 
the police will be fund stated in paragraphs i6 to 30 of his report, and His 
Honour has no further observations to muke, i. 

5, A report by an unofficinl Vommission of Inquiry, together with the 
evidence recorded, has been published in the form of a pampalet. It has 
been carefully perused by the Lieutenant-Governor, It was of course cpen 
to the three gentlemen who formed the Commission to undertake their self- 
imposed task for their own information. So far also as their endeavours to 

. secure evidence indicative of the misconduct of the police were intended for

throwers, the dress of a Babu was no protection to him. It was palpably 
open to ‘any ‘one of that class to throw a stone and then claim immunity as a 
respectable man,” It is possible that the Sgr who had been pteviously 
abused at such meetings as that in which the rioting originated, and were | 
being pelted with stones and bricks by Bengalis in inaccessible positions, may 
have, in certain instances, in the hand-to-hand conflict which they were waging 
with the rioters, laid about them more freely and with lesdiscrimination than’ 
was absolutely necessary. This may have led to irnocént persons being 
injured whom a calm discrimination (often quite impossible under the circum- 
stances) might have saved; but in many cases, as admitted by some of the 
witnesses themselves, such injuries to innocent persons were no doubt due entirely 
to unavoidable mistake. The Licutenant-Governor accepts Mr. Weston’s 
conclusion that, while “some of the police may have been vindictive or 
excited and assaulted Bengali passers by,’ “such cases were very excep- 
tional, ‘and that the police generally did their best.” Mr. Weston’s 
conclusion, in regard to the alleged inactivity of the police in prevent- 
ing looting and arresting those who were engaged in it, also commends 
‘itself to the Lioutenant-Governor.’ On the one hand information was 
not freely enough given at the thanas; and on the other hand the 
police were generally too mnch engaged in the defensive, and in the

7. In the circumstunces the Lieutenant-Governor must leave it at this 
8 to those who deem themselves aggrieved, if so advised, to seek for remedy 
in the ordinary ciurts of justice. At the same time the Cominissioner of Police 
is also undoubtedly as anxious as any one to punish any officers in respect of 
whom there is sufficient evidence of misconduct to justify such action. He 
will conduct a departmental enquiry in regard to any officer against whom 
the evidence recorded appears to justify such a course, or against whom any 
complainant is able t» produce reliable evidence,, An nstance of this will be 
found in paragraph 10 of Mr, Weston’s report.

~ Bengali showing th®® he understood. When he changed cars at Jorasanko 
and also in Nutan Bazaar he was pelted and rushed at. At Sobha Bazaar two 
shop-keepers came out with Jats from a shop and struck at him in the 
car with Jathis, they missed him, but ono struck the misirt near him.

characters who assaulted and robbed them. Dr. Chasterjee saw from his 
verandah many attacks by gvon/as on tramcars opposite his house, and he denies 
*that the Police participated in them. He says: “I think that the people in the 
cars must have been nervous and thought that the Police pulled them out, or 
the Police may have done so when I was vot on the verandah.” He was on the 
veranda for short intervals during a period of 24 hours. He says, however, that 
there was u body of Police on the west corner of Sobha liazaar and “they did 
nothing, At the unofficial enquiry this witnesy said: ‘‘ The paharawalas were 
about 20 yards in front of the cars. Tho paharawslas were standing passively 
locking on enjoying the fun” Considering that they were some 50 or 60 
ards higher up the street on the same side of the’ way that the street lamps 
had been smashed and he could see the Police only by leaning from his yerandah 
which admittedly he was afraid to do (vide his evidence, it is difficult to 
understand how he could estimate their passive enjoyment of the fun,” 

24, The curious part of the evidence on this pofnt is that, while some | of 
the witnesses declare that the Police assaulted and robbed them in the cars, 
the tram drivers, conductors, inspectors, etc., to a man deny that the Police did 
any violence in the cars, but assert that whon their cars were stoned or stopped 
by rioters, the Polico, if present, invariably came to their assistance. 1 can 
find no reason that theee men should one and all give false evidence in fayour

As in the 
other cases, some of the kolice may have been vindictive, or excited, and 
assaulted Bengali passengers, but 1 am forced to conclude that such cases were 
very exceptional, and that the Police generally did their best to get the cars 
through the mubs. at 
25. As to the looting of shops, it is to me incomprehensible why the Police 
should have themselves taken command of gangs of roffians, directed them to 
Joot certain shops of Bengalis, waited while they did so, and then moved on to 
another shop. In no case—with the doubtful exception of a sweetmeat shop— 
are they accused of benefiting by the loot, but of simply directing operations. 
Now in the eases given earlier I have shown how the statements made at 
the unofficial enquiry aud to me varied in important perticulars, and I am in- 
ciihed, after careful peru-al of the evidence, to divide the looting cases into 
two classes. In the one class, the police entered, more or less violently, into 
shops where rioters, or supposed rioters, took, or apparently took, refuge; in 
the other, there were large mobs of looters which small patrols of police were

The mean pressure, temperature, ete., “are deduced from eye observations. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from Loraine thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified, and the 8 have been corrected to a constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides, and are suspended four fost 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected to those of the standard, Newman’s No. 86, formerly at the 
Surveyor-General’s Oflice. 

e hygrometric elements are obtained from Tables I{1, IV and V of the official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office and based on cp tage de modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anomograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground. Tho rainfall reported on any day is for 


24 hours preceding 8 a.m. of that day.
